A Perfect Gem, $2700 


The work of the Republican sena- 
torial convention at Temple Hal!, 
Newtonville. on Monday afternoon 
was characterzed by exasperatng de- 
lays and back handed methods of 
procedure. The nominating speeches 
for nstance, came after instead of be- 
fore the informal ballot and consid- 
erable time was lost because the Ash- 
lard delegation did not know how to 
fill a vacancy in its number. 

Mr. W. W. Cutler of Natick, chair- 
man of the district committee, called 
to order considerably after 2 o’clock 
the time for meeting, and Alderman 
j Albert P. Carter of Newtonville was 
elected temporary chairman, and 
Leigh T. Macurdy of Watertown, 
temporary secretary. 

A committee on credentials con- 
sitsing of William F. Garcelon of 
Newton, A. J. Heath of Framingham 
and W. H. Coolidge'of Sherburn was 
appointed and reported 45 delegates 
present, with one from Weston ab- 
sent. 

Atfer allowing the Ashland delega- 
tion to fill a vacancy, a committee on 
ballots consisting of W. H. Knowles 
of Framingham, Nathan Heard of 
Newton and H. H. Sawyer of Water- 
town was appointed and an informal 
ballot for senator was taken. William 
F. Dana of Newton received 26 votes, 
C. J. McPherson of Fiamingham had 
11 votes and George E. Thayer of 
Ashland had 8 votes. 

Dr. O. W. Collins of Framingham 
then stated that the eastern end of 
the district had had the senatorship 5 
out of the 7 years, and asked for rec- 
ognition of the claims of Fiaming- 
ham, the largest town in the district 
and one which had given the largest 
republican majority in the district. 
He recalled the action two years ago, 
when Senator Nutt was refused a re- 
nomination and said that the seem- 
ing injustice to Senator Nutt had 
come within a hairbreadth of elect- 
ing a democratic senator. Last year 
Fratmuhgam had supported Senator 
Skinner for a renomination and was 
then promised that they should be 
recognized. 

Dr. Collins spoke highly of Mr. 
McPherson's work as a newspaper 
man and of his character as a citizen, 
and in conclusion asked that he be 
given the nomination for the coming 
year. 

Alderman A. R. Weed depreciated 
sectionalism in the matter of a sena- 
tor, stating that the nominee should 
represent the whole district, not any 
city, town or part. He believed that 
the best man should be placed in 
nomination in order that the interests 
of this important district might be 
safeguarded at the State House. Mr. 
Weed nominated William F. Dana of 
Newton, stating that he had received 
a liberal education, had won no mean 
position as a lawyer, had served the 
City of Newton faithully and well for 
four years as an alderman and for 
three years had served the interests 
of the entire state at the State 
House, where by his honesty, ability, 
devotion to detail and courageous con- 
victions he had become oue of the 
Republican leaders of the House. 

Mr. George S. Parker of Watertown 
seconded the nomination of Mr. Dana 
saying he was well knowu in Water- 
town and amply able to represent the 
First Middlesex district. 

The formal ballot resulted in the 
nomination of Mr. Dana, who re- 
ceived 27 votes, McPherson, 11 and 
Thayer 7. The nomination was made 
unanimous. 

For member of the state committee, 
Mr. William M. Flanders of Newton 
was nominated by Mr. F. E. Uritchett 
of Watertown, and Dr. Collins pre- 
sented the name of Mr. McPherson. 
Mr. Cutler of Natick spoke in favor 
of Mr. Flanders, stating that there 
was no person on the state committee 
closer to Gov. Bates tfcan Mr. Fland- 
ers. Mr. Flanders was then elected by 
a vote of 34 to 11, the opposition 
votes coming from Framingham, 
Holliston and Hopkiutotl, 

The chairmen of the various ward 
and town committees, the chairman of 
the city committee of Newton and the 
state committeeman were elected a 
district committee, and the commit- 
tee was empowered to fill vacancies in 
the nominations made by the conven- 
tion. 

Mr. Garcelou, on behalf of Mr. 
Dana, then invited the delegates to 
lunch at the Newton Club and the 
convention adjourned. 


Mr. Dana held a brief reception at 
tho Newton Club following the con- 
vention and after refreshments were 
served made a brief speech of accep- 
tance. He said in part: — 

“t thank the convention for the 
honor it has conferred upou me and 
believe it is a special honor to be a 
member of the Senate from this dis- 
trict. You were all born Republi- 
cans, you were all bred Republicans 
ami you will all die Republicans. You 
will heartily support the cause of 
the party and its candidates. 

Mr. Dana promised to do his utmost 
when elected to represent the entire 
district and to maintain its high po- 
sition in the councils of the common- 
wealth. 

Hon. Edwin R. Hoag of Chelsea 
was unanimously renominated for 
councillor at the third councillor re- 
publican convention, held in Wesleyan 
hall, Boston, Tuesday uoou, 

Mr. Hoag was placed in nomination 
by Senator A. S. Apsev of Cam- 
bridge, aud the nomination was sec- 
onded by Mr. Seward W. Joues of 
Newton in a brief speech. 

Messrs. E. T. Colburn, Seward W. 
Jones and Win. F. Garcelou were 
elected on the district committee 
from tiiis city.

Russell House, 
North Woodstock, N. H. 
For the Graphic: 

North Woodstock has 
been filled to overflowing with guests 
this summer, and no wonder, for it is 
one of the most attractive and beauti- 
ful of the many lovely nooks in th e 
White Mountains. It has rapidly 
grown into favor and prominence as 
a summer mountain resort. Thirty 
years ago I rode from the Profile 
House down through North Wood- 
stock in a stage and only a few scat- 
tered farm houses were to be seen. 
Today it is an active, bustling village 
with several hotels, numerous board- 
ing houses and a few excellent stores. 
The Deer Park Hotel, Fairfield House, 
Alpine House, Russell House, Moun- 
tain View House, Fair View House 
and others give pleasant places for 
summer outings. 

North Woodstock is the terminus of 
the Pemigewasset Valley railroad, a 
branch line from Plymouth, twenty- 
one miles away. The town is situated 
in the Pemigewasset valley, rimmed 
with mountains, clothed to the top 
with a green cover, picturesque and 
beautiful beyond description. 

A little below the village is “Three 
Rivers, ” a place where the three 
branches, or three rivers, the East 
branch, the Moosilauke branch and 
tho Middle branch join and form the 
PemgenaBset. Lower down, at 
Franklin, the Pemigewasset joins the 
Winnipisaugee, flowing from the lake 
forming the Merrimac river. 

Up the Middle branch, ten miles 
away, is located “Henryville,” a 
little village of several score of 
houses, a schoolhouse, a church and 
quite a number of lumber mills. Mr. 
Henry owns thousands of acres of 
wood and timber lands and a railroad 
which extends some fifteen miles 
around and up into the mountains, 
rising more than thirteen hundred 
feet on the easterly side of Mount 
Liberty. There he cuts immense 
quantities of timber, hauls it to his 
mills and manufactures lumber. Be- 
sides this, he converts the spruce and 
refuse wood into paper pulp and 
coarse paper. 

These lumbermen are rapidly clear- 
ing off the forests in the valleys and 
on the mountain sides, devestating 
the regions wheie they operate and 
ruining this beautiful country. 
Years ago, through a policy so short- 
sighted as to appear almost criminal, 
thoussauds of acres of this mountain 
and valley region were granted or sold 
to various parties, to the detriment 
and injury of the state. Today, a 
strong effort is being made to induce 
the state or the United States to se- 
cure most of the White and Franconia 
mountains for a state or national res- 
ervation. It is grea‘ly to be hoped 
that success will follow these efforts. 

The Appalachian Mountain Club 
has done a vast amount of work and 
spent hundreds of dollars in repair- 
ing old paths and cutting new ones 
through the valleys and up the moun- 
tains, and building huts of refuge for 
the trampers. The value of this work 
is beginning to be appreciated and 
hundreds of acres of land have been 
presented to the club thus preserving 
these areas from being despoiled in 
the future. 

Three excursion parties, numbering 
hundreds of guests from the hotels 
and boarding places have, through 
the kindness and courtesy of Mr. 
Henry, taken a ride up fourteen 
miles into this almost unbroken for- 
est, and seen the lumbermen at their 
work. 

There we saw the lumbermen’s 
shanties where they live summer and 
winter, the kitchen, cook room and 
dining room combined and the stables 
for horses. All these. buildings are 
fairly well built and far more comfor- 
table than any others I ever saw. We 
saw the horses hauling the timber in 
sleds or dragged on the rough paths 
to the places where it was to be 
loaded on the cars to be transported 
to the mills many miles below. The 
railroad is a solid, substantial, well- 
built road, which must have cost 
enormous sums of money and will be 
almost valueless after the wood and 
timber has been cut. 

We rode upon the flat, open, log- 
ging cars, around which a safety 
rail had been built and chairs and 
settees thickly covered the middle 
space for our comfort. 

Mr. Henry, with several of his 
clerks, accompanied us, to look after 
our safety and to give information. 
It was a wonderful and instructive 
excursion, thoroughly enjoyed by all. 

There are many points of interest 
and beautiful places in and around 
North Woodstock. The ride to the 
Flume, five miles, the Profile House 
five mile beyond; Echo lake and Bald 
mountain a little further along, the 
foot of the Franconia Mountains is 
beautiful and picturesque. The 
Flume and the Old Man of the Moun- 
tains are world-renovvticd places to 
visit and see, with many other attrac- 
tions on the way. By taking a lunch- 
eon the entire day can be spent in 
this interesting region. 

Another walk or drive is to Agassiz 
basin, two miles, and then half a 
mile further up to Mountain Side 
Farm, where the view is grand and 
beautiful. 

The Mummies are curiously worn 
ledges in Hie bed of the Moosilauke 
river half u mile away, Parkers ledge 
just beyond, where an easy cliuib to 
top and lookout shows a broad pan- 
orama of vulley and mountain of su- 
perb lovliuess. 

Balance rock. Bell’s cascade, Gor- 
don falls and the reservoir (from 
which the village is supplied with 
water) all on the Moosilauke river 
are romantic places to visit and in 
fairly easy walking distance, mostly 
through the woods. Geargina Falls 
and Jackman Fulls, four or five miles 
away, are pleasant places to visit, 
although rather hard climbs. 

Standing on the plateau in the rear 
of the Russell House, the view is 
wouderfuly grand. The whole vulley 
is surrounded by mountain peaks 
rising tier on tier till the horizon 
seems a serrated ridge. 

There appears but two openings to 
this valley, the Franconia Notch, 
guarded by the Old Man of the Moun- 
tains, north, uud at the south where 
the Pemigewasset lias cut its way to 
join t lie Winuipiseogee river. Scores 
of mountain peaks rise on every soW 


It is a huge basin surrounded by 
mountain peaks. 

One of tlie principal attractions of 
this ragicn is Lost river, some seven 
tulles distant. Here for half a mile 
the river is ‘■lost’ 1 to view, but can 
be heard murmuring over its granite 
bed many feet below. Tiie narrow ra- 
vine through which it flows is filled 
with gigantic boulders, forming 
caves and caverns through which one 
can climb and wriggle by the aid of 
lanterns and rope under the care of a 
reliable guide. It is a wonderfully 
interesting place, but usually one 
trip is enough to satisfy the ordinary 
sight seer. 

The Russell House is a very pleas- 
ant place to spend a summer vacation. 
It is convenient and accessible, half 
a mile from the depot, on the main 
road, near stores and post office. It 
is village and country combined. Two 
young ladies came here from Newton 
several weeks ago. They asked me 
how far it was out into the country. 
“Out of the back door,” I replied 
and leading them literaly out of the 
back door to the plateau they were 
really in the country. They screamed 
j with delight at the beautiful pano- 
rama of mountain and valley on 
every side. Across the road the Pcm- 
igewasBet river flows murmuring 
sweet music night and day. Carpen- 
ter in his guide book describes North 
Woodstock as the most beautiful spot 
in the White Mountains.

To the Newton Graphic: — 

The question whether or not to 
accept the new caucus law is to be 
submitted to the voters of Newton at 
the next general election to be held 
next November. 

This law provides for holding joint 
instead of separate caucuses. The 
voter attends at his regular precinct 
voting place, asks for a ballot con- 
taining the names of persons nomi- 
nated as now provided by law, for the 
party to which he belongs, and inanks 
this ballot in the same manner as he 
does the general ballot at the state 
or city election. The nominaions are 
for all the offices except delegates to a 
national convention 'and ward com- 
mitteemen, after a change in ward 
lines. The ballots are counted and 
those having the most votes are the 
regular nominees of their respective 
parties and have their names printed 
on the general ballot furnished by the 
state. 

As caucuses are now conducted it 
is not ucomnion for a small but de- 
termined clique to compel the nomi- 
nation of their candidate. The aver- 
age business man finds it a bore, if 
not an impossibility, to give up a 
whole evening to attend a caucus, 
and only does so by the earnest solic- 
itation of friends who have some 
particular object to accomplish. If, 
impelled by duty and not by friend- 
ship, he attends, he not infrequently 
finds that his time is lost whether 
he votes for or against the persons 
who have workers for them there. 
Under these circinncstaces he fai s 
to atteud the next time atul rarely 
feels any interest. Under the new 
law he can drop in at his election 
precinct room on his way to or return 
from town and vote at an expense of 
not more than fifteen minutes time, 
and his vote counts as much as any- 
body’s. He also has the full list of 
candidates to select from and can feel 
assured that the result will not be a 
snap affair accomplished by a deter- 
mined few. 

Some objection has been made to 
the law on the ground that the voter 
must declare his party preference. But 
this objection applies equally to any 
caucus. Each person who attends a 
caucus thereby declares his party 
choice. 

Perhaps the greatest advantage of 
the new law is that it prevents 
frauds at a caucus. It has sometimes 
happened that the caucus called by 
one party has been attended by per- 
sons not properly belonging to that 
party and candidates have thus been 
named who did not properly represent 
the party calling the caucus. This 
cannot happen under the ne.w law. 

Another advantage of the new law 
is that caucuses under it will be con- 
ducted by the regular election officers 
and the danger of confusion, irregu- 
larity or mistake greatly diminished. 

For these reasons it is hoped that 
the voters of Newton will accept the 
law, Fisher Ames.

Difference)! In Wood*. 

Timber ts classed as hard or soft, and 
the main point of difference between 
tho trees that produce these classes is 
that the soft wooded tree 1ms "noodle 
leaves.” slim, narrow and almost uni- 
form in breadth, while the hard wood 
trees have broad leaves of various 
shapes. Again, some soft wood trees 
enrry cones, such trees being termed 
conifers, ltesin, too. is more character- 
istic of soft than of hard wood. To the 
class of soft woods 'belong the pines, 
spruces and firs, and the most common 
examples of these are yellow pine, 
white fir. pitch pine and spruce or red 
Ur. In the commoner hard woods are 
oak, beech, mahogany, ash, waluut. 
plane, elm, birch and ebony.

Evening 
drawing school will be opened at the 
old Clafliu building with Warren C. 
Hill as principal and Walter R. 
Kattelle, and Edw. J. Ruxton as 
assistants. 

The superintendent’s report notes 
the fact that there is a decrease in 
school attendance of 219 from 1902, 
the total being 5728. 

The schools will be closed on Oct. 
30 to allow the teachers to attend the 
meeting of the Middlesex County 
Teachers Association.

One of the oldest residents of New- 
ton died at his home on Waltham 
street at one o’clock Oct. 1. He was 
born at Westport, Mass., March 11, 
1816, and came to Boston as a young 
man where he built many houses in 
the West end and was married to 
Eliza Ann Pike ofj Boston iu 1840. 
Being actively engaged in the build- 
ing and real estate business, he was 
instrumental in establishing and was 
a charter member of the largest sav- 
ings institution, one of the Mercantile 
savings banks of Boston ; also a di- 
rector of the old Blackstone Bank, 
one of the promoters and charter 
members of the Real Estate and 
Building Co., president of the Suffolk 
Co-operative Bank, and largely inter- 
ested in the whaling business of New 
Bedford when at its height in the 
early part of the century, aUo at one 
time identified with the late Wiseman 
Marshall in the Old National theatre, 
then located at the present site of the 
Continental Clothing Co. Retiring 
from active business in the early sev- 
enties. While never holding any 
public office iu municipal affairs, lie 
was an ardent worker for the city's 
interest and progress. Locating in 
West Newton more than fifty years 
ago, when ten trains a day was the 
limit of transportation on the rail- 
road. He was a former member of 
I>r. Miner’s church when located on 
School street, Boston, and a pew 
holder and member of the Unitarian 
church of West Newton, being its 
oldest member living. A widow and 
two sons, Charles A. and John A., 
survive him. Funeral services will 
be held from his late residence at 2 
o'clock tomorrow.

wore hats. The cocked lint made its ] 
appearance In the reign of .Tames II., 
and could be converted to to a variety i 
of shapes. It was known under sev- « 
eral names, as tha lirlgndier, the Itnnil- * 
lies, the Regent and the Frederick. 

Even to the present day the naval 
full dress la Incomplete without the 
cocked hat, and on the continent many . 
functionaries, civil ns well as military, 
continue to wear It. Our old militia, 
line and field officers used to wear : 
them of Immense, proportions. The 
round hat, such ns Ben Franklin wore, ' 
was tnken to Paris from this country ] 
by the young officers who fought for . 
our independence under Rochnmbenu ] 
and Lafayette. It met with great fa- 
vor there. 

Antl<j|iili7 of the Pomp. 

Machines for raising water may bo 
■aid to be ns old ns civilization Itsolf, 
and their invention extends so far be- 
yond written history that no one can 
any when the art of lifting and dis- 
tributing water began. Egypt, the land 
of unfathomable antiquity, the oldest 
civilization of the orient, noted not only 
for her magnificence and power, but 
for knowledge, wisdom and engineer- 
ing skill, understood and made prac- 
tical use of such important hydraulic 
devices ns the siphon and the syringe, 
the latter being a remarkable Inven- 
tion and the real parent of the modem 
pump. Whether or not syringes wero 
ever fitted with Inlet and outlet valves, 
thus making the single action pump, is 
not known. But bellows consisting of 
a leather bag set in a frame and work- 
ed by the feet, the operntor stnndlng 
with one foot on ench bag. expelling 
the inclosed air, the exhaust bag being 
then lifted by a string to refill it with 
air. implies the use of n valve opening 
inward, and it is difficult to conceive 
of a continuous operation without ono.

Boots nre supposed to have be~D the 
Invention of the Cnrlans. They were 
mentioned by Ilomcr, 007 B. C. 
Grecian women possessed twenty -two 
kinds of footgear, which may bo 
classed ns those which cover all the 
foot up to the ankle and those which 
simply tied on the top of the foot wltli 
wide ribbons or straps. The practice 
of shoe nnd sandal wearing can bo 
traced back for some thousands of 
years and is probably of eastern origin. 
Frequent mention is made of the shoe 
in the BlbV». from the book of Exodus 
to the Acts, and there Is mention made 
of n shoe Jutchet us early as the tlmo 
of Abraham. 

Fubd and Character.

Literary Notes. 

Ruth McEnery Stuart, author of 
“Napoleon Jackson,” has just fin 
isbed another story of southern life 
with the scene laid in the citj’of New 
Orleans. It is entited “George Wash- 
ington Jones; a Christmas gift that 
%vent a-begging.” 

George Washington Jones, “ten 
years old, little, black, sensitive,” 
finds himself one Christmas morning 
absolutely without family or kindred, 
and almost without a friend. In his 
loneliness, the little boy recalls the 
story of his grandfather, now dead, 
who in the days “befo’ the wah” had 
been given as a Christmas gift to the 
“lovliest mistress in all the world,” 
and of this recollection is born a de- 
termination to give himself away to 
some young lady who would make him 
her page, for then he would “Horn 
dat time for'rd jist live right along 
with the quality.” He puts this plan 
into execution and the effect it had 
upon his whole after life, and the 
lives of several other persons as well, 
is the story of George Washington 
Jones, and it is told with the inde- 
scribable tenderness and delicacy of 
touch that characterize Mrs. Stuart’s 
domain in literature. 

The anther’s skill in unfolding a 
story; her nimble dexterity in hand- 
ling the characters she evolves; the 
humor and pathos and witchery that 
distinguish her writings from those 
I of other expositors of the aergo char- 
acter, have never been more in evi- 
1 dcnce than in the story of the little 
I black boy, whom with admirable dis- 
i cerument she keeps in the centre of 
I the stage. Her audience, which is 


sure to be a large one, is equally sure 
to be infectiously enthusiastic; nnd 
yet. without the magic of the auth- 
or’s name in the writing world, the 
story would survive, for it is one of 
the best and prettiest ever written. 

The book will be published early in 
the Fall by Henry Altemus Company.

My attention has been called to an 1 
article in a late issue of your paper 
from one whom it would seem has 
evidently been for several years a 
victim of fruit theives. The question 
is asked, “Cannot something be done 
to create a sentiment against this 
large class of law breakers of both 
boys and girls, and wc might add 
men and women. For when a father 
says. “Oh! boys will be boys, I used 
to steal apples when I was a bov," or 
a mother sees a child with fruit and 
does not ask whence it came or others 
who send their children into neigh- 
bor’s gardens even to climb or shake 
the trees that they may obtain fruit 
for cooking. Are not these parents 
equally guilty with their children? 
Newton in the past few years has 
been startled at the discovery and 
publication of swindles, thefts and 
defalcations of those who lived in the 
city and had been educated in its 
schools. Besides these are many 
smaller thefts known only to employ- 
ers and employees and friends. Was, 
it in these larger ways the criminals 
began? No, for whoever acts lightly I 
bv God*9 command will not stop at 
fruit stealing. At the dedication of 
the new school-house in Auburndale, 

I think it wa9 Mayor Weeks who 
said, “Teach the scholars the prin- 
ciple of mine and thine. Much is 
said about the culture of Newton. 
On some occasions statistics were 
given to show how much was spent 
for school buildings and maintenance 
of schools in Newton. All right, let . 
us have the best, the most artistic, j 
the best teachers and equipments, ■ 
but remember the culture of Rome 
and Greece did not save them and our 
Saviour denounced Capcrnium on j 
that very ground. Newton may be 
cultured, clubs, schoos and churches I 
may abound., but if its standards of 
morality are low, if we are raising 
up a set of hoodlums, theives and 
diunkards, what will be the result?; 
What can be done? There are im- i 
provement societies for beautifying 
the city, trees are guarded and edicts 
sent out in regard to them. Are not 
the children of more consequence in 
guarding and protecting of their 
moral characters than many trees? ; 
The mayor has lately had distributed 
at every house a letter asking for 
better care to be given to the grass 
borders. How would it do to also 
send a copy of the third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth commandments with i 
the suggestion as in regard to ashes 
and refuse they “be kept in sight.” 

Shall teachers dwell more on these 
commandments? Yes, many children 
even in Newton are scarcely aware 
there is a God, and are not taught 
reverence for His name. There are 
those whose nerves are affected by 
ringing of the church bell on the 
Sabbath, who will listen to the pro- 
fanity, bilingatc and prize fighter 
slang six days in the week from play- 
grounds without a remonstrance. In 
a paper from a neighboring town 1 
read these words. “Do the people of 
this place know the low, vile talk that 
is heard from their children on the 
streets every day? It is time they 
looked into the matter.” Amen! so let 
it be, in Newton. Shall fines, as sug- 
gested in regard to fruit theives, be 
increased? A good plan. For some 
people’s morality lies in their pockets. 
But where fruit theives, destroyers of 
lawn shrubs and flower beds, breakers 
of wiudows, etc., do not intend to be 
caught, if seen by the owner or neigh- 
bor, these remonstrances are met 
with impudence and profanity. I 
condemn ^no one, but if more arrests 
were made, many might be saved 
in the future. In regard to temper- 
ance, what can be done to increase 
this sentence. Must drug shops not 
only break the fourth commandment 
under the city license, but Haunting 
iu our faces also city licenses, death 
and destruction be sold from soda 
fountains and “junk” to ruin our 
sons and increase our criminal rec- 
ords. Could you have seen the work- 
ing of the low state of moral senti- 
ment on this matter you would not 
judge my words too strong. A few years 
ago the names of five students from 
Newton in a certain college was 
given to me as among those who 
were knowu to drink Did they learn 
in college? No, but in drug shops, I 
almost wrote dram shops of the “No 
license city of Newton” there seems 
to be a low standard of morals in 
many homes with not only bovs but 
girls. How can this be raised? 
Children are sent forth on our streets 
to learn vile talk and vile ways, hands 
and faces dirty and in garments 
scarcely decent, not from poverty, 
but a parents carelessness and lack of 
proper sentiment against such things. 
A dirty face and hands and ragged 
clothes are not conducive to self-re- 
spect. Not long since I read iu a 
trolley car an advertisement to this 
effect: “When one becomes careless 
in appearance or in cleanliness, they 
being to go dmwi morally.” True, 
true, but to all these questions conic 
a host of others. First, who is to 
blame for this low standard? What 
can we do? Where begin? 

Dr. Davis of Newtonville in a re- | 
cent sermon said: “What Newton 
wants is not better meeting houses, 
more philosophy and ethics, but a 
revival of religion, a truer religion 
than it now has.” X

KNOCKOUT BLOW9, 

There Are .Matty Vntnrrnhlc Polntr 

In Mlin'l Annluiny. 

An Impression prevails that there Is 
only one blow— that on Ihe point of the 
Jaw— which renlly constitutes the knock 
out blow, nays a writer In the British 
Medical Journal. This Is an error. The 
temple Is a very vulnerable part of tlie 
head, the lesion usually produced be- 
jlng laceration of the brain substance, 
i with hemorrhage. A blow on Hu* ear 
ininy eatise rupturq In the membrnna 
tyiupanl and collapse. Dangerous 
points are over the carol Id and on the 
larynx, tlu* danger lying In the concus- 
sion convoyed through (he largo nerve 
trunks which run down the neck. A 
blow on the larynx with the bare fist 
may cause instant death, ns may one 
on the chest well over the heart. 
Diaphragmatic blows arc not so dan- 
gerous to life, the shock being teniporn- 
ry. Brisk rubbing and the use of stim- 
ulants is the most satisfactory mode of 
treatment. Blows over the kidneys 
may cause rupture nud hemorrhage, 
with intense pain and shock. The most 
dangerous and Infinitely painful form 
of knoekout blow Is that on the “mark.” 
an area of the abdominnl wall corre- 
sponding to the center of n triangle 
formed by tlie xlphostcrnnl articulation 
above nnd a line Joining the bony ends 
of the seventh ribs below. Behind this 
lies the pyloric end of the stomach. A 
blow here constitutes the “solar plex- 
us" blow, but in renlity It is the stom- 
ach which receives nnd transmits the 
shock. 

ArlNtoeracy of Wealth Not Probable. 

Whatever the tendencies of wealthy 
Americans of the present day. It Is ex- 
tremely Improbable that an nristocrncy 
of wealth should ever come Into being. 

It has been seen thnt an aristocracy 
depends chiefly upon two conditions— 
the continued possession and exercise 
of power and the consequent unity of 
aims and ideals. 

The aristocratic body in England, for 
Instance, is self conscious; its members 
are united by mutual understanding. 
They acknowledge certain well recog- 
nized laws of life ami limnners. They 
depend upon each other to uphold these 
laws. Individually, wealthy Ameri- 
cans may be both self conscious and 
self assertive, but collectively they are 
antagonistic to one another. Tlie ac- 
cumulation of wealth implies struggle, 
and struggle does not bring forth the 
kind of qualities which make of the 
gentle and stately men ami women of 
Vandyke’s canvases one great family. 
—Anna McClure Shell In Gunton’s 
Magazine. 

All Timekeepers Are Inaccurate. 

The capacity of a watch for keeping 
good time is very much governed by 
its construction and its more or less 
perfect finish. It cannot be expected 
of the best horizontal watch that It 
should always keep good time and oven 
less so of the inferior make of machine 
made watches. The changes of oil. the 
variation in temperature, the diversity 
of humidity of atmosphere, all greatly 
affect the going of a watch. Indeed. It 
is only tlie most perfect finish which 
neutralizes the adverse influences to 
tlie greatest degree. As a matter of 
fact, no watch keeps perfectly correct 
time, and e.ven the best chronometers 
used iu observatories and on board 
ships must be regulated according to 
tables which are kept to fix the varia- 
tions to which all watches are liable.

A family representing the best 
New England stock, and holding sac- 
red all those virile tradition* which 
have made New England men a uo- 
tent force wherever their lot has been 
cast, Is the Pickard family, born in 
Lewiston and Auburn, Me, Out of a 
family of thirteen brothers and sis- 
cra, seven survive, the oldest 79 years 
of age, and the youngest 54.

During their stay the party visited 
the various points of interest herea- 
bouts, including Bethlehem, ProHle, 
The Wauinbek, the Summit of Mount 
Washington, and the Willey House. 

Hon. Edward L. Pickard was mayor 
of Newton in 1902, nominated by the 
Republican party, but receiving the 
unanimous vote of his constituency.

Mr. Samuel T. Pickard married the 
adopted daughter of John Greenleaf 
Whittier, and with his soji, Greenleaf

Mr. Samuel Pickard was formerly 
proprietor of the Portland Transcript, 
and at present Mr. Charles W. Pick- 
ard is winding up the affairs of The 
Transcript.

PERENNIAL OUTING. 

“Come- mid we will nlMlie iilewmrea prove 
That hills and valleys, dales mid fields. 

Woods or steepy mountain yields." 

This idly pleasure-seeking and 
self-induligent looking title moat em- 
phatically does not mean what at 
first sig ht might be thought. It 
means nothing so vicious as that any- 
one is to have no regular duties or 
occupations, or is to be forever on 
the go in search of entertainment or 
excitement. 

No, no. It only means that after 
delightful and refreshing summer 
outings are over and we have again 
settled down to work, the outing 
spirit should not be allowed to die 
out and leave us in the bare ruts of 
dull routine. It menus that for the 
veiy benefit of our svork itself, 
through constant pleasure in it, the 
outing spirit should be kept alive as 
an interwoven golden thread of life 
through daily touch with nature and 
free life as a part of nature. 

One can be usefully busy in li- 
brary, garden, business or other du- 
ties, and still not forget or slight the 
groves, the fields, the hills, the wat- 
ers, the heavens. 

As if to encourage her loyal chil- 
dren to prolong the summer life, and 
maintain its spirit, nature in this north 
temperate zone, which is the best of 
earth, contrives that the actual sun 
shall rise and set during these au- 
tumn months— as any popular astron- 
omy will explain— appreciably earlier 
than the “mean sun" that governs 
“mean local time." Thus beginning 
September 1st, this increasingly early 
actual sunrise conies on October 27th 
to be sixteen minutes earlier thau that 
of the so-called “mean sun" that reg- 
ulates local clock time. Thence, as 
well suited to the advancing season, 
this earlier rising of the actual sun 
decreases until Christmas eve when 
actual and “mean" sun time agree. 
Nightfall is likewise the same amount 
earlier through the same period, as 
many an outdoor worker has re- 
marked, even with surprise at the 
extreme shortness of October, and 
early November afternoons. Thus, 
through the beautiful fall and Indian 
summer season, Nature winsomely, 
and as it were cunningly does every- 
thing to invite and favor early rising 
in behalf of harvesting, nutting and 
all wholesome woodcraft and sight- 
seeing, and equally early bedtime in 
behalf of readiness for all healthful 
and delightful morning outdoor de- 
lights. 

Then let every fond nature lover- 
parent or teacher — and who should 
not oe? — enliven, beautify and upbuild 
his own and his children’s or pupil’s 
autumn life by as many longer or 
shorter beautiful circuit walks as 
Newton an^ vicinity from Nonantum 
and Bigelow hills to Waban and Echo 
Bridge is full of; or as many, delight- 
ful trolley circuits as the region from 
Waverley Oaks and Arlington Heights 
to Needham, Prospect Hill and Lex- 
ington, etc., is equally full of. 

After an outing of more than usual 
beauty and benefit in a portion of the 
inspiring region immortalized in the 
late lamented T. Starr King’s “The 
White Hils, Their Legend’s, Land- 
scape and Poetry," perhaps no more 
fitting pendant could end this brief 
sketch than the mention of so choice a 
nature classic by a truly refined as 
well as fervently patriotic spirit. 
Published more than forty years ago, 
it may not now be generally known 
or readily found, but present nature 
lovers who can obtain a copy may 
congratulate themselves on possess- 
ing a treasure.

Servants In Sofia, 

“Twice n year, on April 23 and Oct. 
20,” writes a young Bulgarian woman, 
living In Sofia, “our streets ore full of 
servants, and people bargain with them 
for service. During the winter season 
they are very cheap, as the peasants 
send all their girls to the city to be 
hired, they having no work for them 
at homo. The price paid differs. One 
can get a girl for her board, or poy up 
to 20 lusor ($4) a month for one who 
cooks, washes and irons. Girls are of- 
ten thankful to enter a good family for 
their board. For the men there Is very 
little work, and tho papers are full of 
suicides on account, during the dull 
seasons of starvation.” 

The Candlefleh of I'uwet Sound. 

Very queer flsh are caught iu the wa- 
ters of Puget sound. One kind Is called 
the cnndlellsh. It Is dried and packed 
in boxes like caudles. We are told the 
fishermen use them to light their homes 
nnd that at one tlmo all the boats on 
the sound used them instead of sperm 
oil lamps. By putting the heads of the 
fish downward in a candlestick nnd 
lighting the tall, which, lu conjunction 
with the backbone, acts as a wick, it 
burns like a candle. They eat this fish, 
and when cocklug It Is so fat It fries 
itself. 

An Ancient Work on Angltav.

Newton Hospital. 


The regular quarterly meeting of 
the trustees of the Newton hospital 
was held on the 30th tilt, at the hos- 
pital. President Lcc«on occupied the 
chair, and there were present Mcs- 
da ncs Bacon, Cobb, Haskell. Lodge, 
Mason, Nichols; Messrs. Jliitlcns, 
Bray, Day, Ellison, Hardy. Hutchin- 
son, Shinn, Travelli, Tyler; Doctors 
Hunt, Keith. Porter. 

The treasurer reported receipts for 
the quarter from care and treatment 
of patients, $5,451.62; income from 
endowment funds, $1,202,50; dona- 
tions and interest, $407.42; expenses 
for the same time, current bills, $8,- 
8CO.OO; telephone equipment, insur- 
ance and sundry small items, $442.49. 
The endowment fund has received 
$1000 on account of legacy from Fred- 
erick Davis estate. 

Mr. Bray, for the executive com- 
mittee, reported the average number 
of patients in the hospital for eight 
months about 52. The general ex- 
penses thus far this year show a de- 
crease from those of the same period 
of last year, and the receipts from 
the private and other ’wards are in- 
creased this year. 

Dr. Hunt gave a verbal report of 
matters pertaining to the Training 
school, showing routine work of lec- 
tures and classes again underway, 
and a change from Miss Scales, who 
has gone to New York, to Miss Leach 
as instructor in massage. A few 
more of the pupil nurses have been 
spared to answer calls outside tor 
private nurses on account of the lighter 
work in the hospital. 

The resignation of Miss McDowell 
as matron was received with regret, 
and appropriate action was taken by 
the Board upon resolutions presented 
by Dr. Shinn, a copy of which can- 
not be published till later, owing to 
the departure of Dr. Shinn from the 
city. 

A conference of the physicians of 
the city has been had relative to the 
necessary changes, and Dr. Hunt re- 
ported the opinions of the physiciins 
of both schools of medicine to have 
been very harmonious. The advisa- 
bility of different courses was dis- 
cussed, and it was thought best to 
appoiut a resident physician from the 
Harvard Medical College or the Boston 
University, whose duty would be to 
live at the hospital and give his 
whole time without any outside work 
looking after patients in emergencies 
of different kinds, assisting at oper- 
ations, doing laboratory work, exam- 
inations and analyses, and keeping 
fuller medical records. All thought 
an arrangement of this kind would 
promote unity between the city auth- 
orities, Board of Health and the in- 
stitution, and that co-operation iu the 
work of the staff and the other de- 
partments of the hospital, nursing 
and training would result. Th« ad- 
vantages to patients and physicians 
of prompt laboratory work, as well as 
resident medical attendance are ob- 
vious and confirmatory action by the 
Board followed this report. After 
careful discussion of many details, 
the meeting was adjourned. *

Mr. Clarke Resigns. 


At a recent meeting of the Trustees 
of the Newton Free Library, Horn 
Julius L. Clarke, for tunny years the 
faithful secretary of the board, pre- 
sented his resignation. 

His letter is ns follows:’ 

To the President and Board of Trus- 
tees of the Newton Free Library. 
Gentlemen : — 

As introductory to my connection 
with your Board. I desire to say that 
when the matter of a City Charter for 
Newton was under consideration by 
the town in 1872 and 1873, It then had 
competent and faithful auditors, but 
for reasons explained in the munici- 
pal register, as printed for 1873, the 
Board of Selectmen wanted a Special 
Auditor and the writer was honored 
with election to that office. 

The City Charter having been re- 
ceived and accepted to take effect on 
the first Monday in January, 1874, 
and Marshal S. Rice, who had been 
town clerk since 1846, having declined 
further re-election, the Special Au- 
ditor above referred to wa9 elected 
as the first City Clerk and first City 
Auditor. 

When at the commencement of 1876 
the city became the owner of the 
Newton Free Library, I was surprised 
to find myself one of the trustees of 
the library and a member of the Com- 
mittee on Buildings and Grounds with 
Mayor Hvde as chairman and later 
on a member and chairman of the 
City School Curnmittee. I was very 
soon elected secretary pro tem of this 
board, the then secretary being often 
unable to be present, so that I was 
finally elected as secretary of this 
board, and In response to its kindly 
re-election from year to year I have 
endeavored to be a faithful and loyal 
servant to the exemplification of its 
best interests, although during my 
nearly twenty-eight years of such 
service I have been necessarily de- 
tained from our monthly meetings 
five or six times, although leaving in 
every case a cop}' of the proceedings 
of the previous meeting. 

But, in conclusion, gentlemen, I 
must add that I have felt from the 
first that the Newton Free Library is 
proving a golden factor for the social, 
moral and educational welfare of our 
beautiful city. After all this routine 
of town and city service, and as I am 
now just entering my ninety-first 
year, I realize that the time has come 
for me to resign as your secretary. 

May God’s richest blessing be witii 
you all.

The council disapproved such a high 
sounding title and directed the author 
and printer (William Bradford) to 
“forthwith and effectually blott out ye 
words 'Lord Penn.'” This lmd the ef- 
fect of recalling the wholo edition and 
the abolition of the obnoxious words.

Alf tills will broaden his views 
nnd help to keep him out of a rut.—

Financial. 

The feature of the week was the 
cutting of the dividend on steel com- 
mon from a 4 per cent to a 2 per cent. 
Although the stock market had pre- 
viously discounted not only the deduc- 
tion, but also the passing of the div- 
idend, yet such was the temper of 
professional traders that the stock 
sold oil and had an unsettling effect 
upon the whole list. The industrial 
stocks especially have lost heavily, 
many reaching new low levels. The 
idea seemed to prevail that it the 
directors of the steel corporation, 
among whom are some of the ablest 
financiers of the country, see danger 
ahead, then the dividends on indus- 
trial common stocks are likely to 
suffer. 

Cool-headed observers, however, 
are not so pessimistic. They see in 
the action of the steel directors only 
what has long been expected. No one 
looks for the continuance of dividends 
on thc common ; indeed it was under- 
stood from the first that the policy of 
paying dividends on the common was 
inherited from the subsidiary com- 
panies and would be abandoned on 
the first opportunity. If it had been 
generally believed that the dividends 
could be maintained, the stock would 
have been selling above 60. — Curtis & 
Sederquist.

An ExcItlnK Sport Thnl Drmitndi 

Coolness and Dexterity. 

The harpoon Is cast. Tln»r»» is n 
email In the water ami a big wave rolls 
outward. As tho skiff Is driven for- 
ward l»y your boatman you recover 
your harpoon pole. As you lake It 
aboard your first spare glance discov- 
ers (he line drifting rapidly over the 
bow. 

The line is seized loosely and paid 
pant hand over hand. If elu tolled 
tightly there will be torn ami blistered 
fingers. If thc line Is hard twisted 
It will suggest red hot wire. It will 
trnr the tleah; It will kink and squirm 
and writhe. Beginning gently, mi In- 
creasing strain is put upon the line un- 
til the boat Is In rapid motion. As thc 
tarpon Teels thc strain a gyrating, 
glistening, silvery mass hurls Itself six 
or eight feet clenr of thc water. 

The sight of the skiff gives him now 
life. His next dash carries him 
through a narrow channel and you lose 
line to him. In making a sharp turn 
your skiff grounds on nn oyster bnr. 
By thc time you are again nflont you j 
have out nearly 300 feet of line, with 
not n dozen colls left. But the boat I 
Is soon under headway, tlio boatman I 
pushing frantically and the stretching j 
of tlio line helps. You have taken up 
thc tarpon's gait, bis speed slackens; 
once more yon recover line anil again 
breathe freely. 

Fifteen minutes of alternate rush- 
ing, leaping nml sulking, with bubbles 
of air rising more nnfl more frequently 
to the surface, nnd the end comes. The 
great fish rises to the surface, nnd, roll- 
ing over on ills side, surrenders as 
completely as he hns struggled tena- 
ciously.— Country Life In America.

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SWEDENBORG. 

His Life and Teachings 
Briefly Described. 

Letter from Rev. John Qoddard 
of Newtonville. 


To the Editor of the Graphic, 

Dear Sir: — 

A pamphlet, entitled “Claims of 
Emanuel Swedenborg and Mary B. G. 
Eddy,” by Mrs. Ellen J. Foss Met- 
calf, has been placed in my hands. 
Since this production emanates from 
a resident of Newton, and presum- 
ably has mere or less of a local cir- 
culation, it seems only just and proper 
that it should receive a local reply. 

The pamphlet, in associating the 
names of Swedenborg and Mrs. Eddy, 
[since both make claim, in some 
measure, to ati extraordinary or su- 
pernatural source of spiritual knowl- 
edge] naturally regards them both 
as among the “false Christs and 
prophets, shewing signs and won- 
ders,” predicted by our Lord. 

It seems clear that the writer is not 
familiar with Swedenborg’s writings, 
but depends upon what others have 
said about him, or quoted from him. 
She therefore fails to grasp the 
breadth and depth of his universal 
thought. She fails to see that the 
truths which he seeks to bring down 
to the low plane of earthly thought 
must be adapted, conveyed ly com- 
parison, symbolism and metaphor, in 
order to be understood at all. She 
fails to see that he is also addressing 
the various forms of mind in the uni- 
versal church, and hence various 
states or planes of intelligence. In 
these two facts— the difficulty of con- 
veying spiritual thought in natural 
language, and the necessity of adapt- 
ing the truth to different forms of 
mind — lie the secret of what seem to 
Mrs. Metcalf, Swedenborg’s contra- 
dictions, as might easily be shewn. 

Her charges, then, of a lack of con- 
sistency, I will pass by without fur- 
ther remark; and also the parallels 
which are drawn between Sweden- 
borg’s and Mrs. Eddy's claims, how- 
ever interesting it would be to con- 
sider them; and will confine myself 
to the pamphlet’s most serious and 
erroneous charge, namely, that the 
followers of Emanuel Swedenborg, or 
rather the believers in his theology, 
while apparently worshippers of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, are really worship- 
pers of Swedenborg, the man, de- 
pending, as they do, upon his inter- 
pretation of the Bible’s meaning 
rather than its plain literal meaning, 
and so making his interpretations a 
substitute for the Bible itself. I will 
reply as brielly as possible first, by 
reference to Swedenborg's character as 
a man; secondly, by reference to 
his teachings with regard to the duty 
of approaching the Lord; and thirdly, 
by his teachings respecting the use 
to be made of the Scriptures. 

1. Swedenborg’s character as a 
man, as revealed by his life and rec- 
ords, was above reproach. One of 
his rules of life required of him to be 
as “universally useful as possible.” 
His father was a Lutheran bishop of 
ability and piety. From his child- 
hood as he testifies, religion meant to 
him a ilfe of obedience to the deca- 
logue, and of loving usefulness to the 
neighbor. Long before he became 
couscious of a special mission, his 
single-eyed love for the truth for its 
own sake, which had led him to 
make a profound study of the human 
body, in the hope and expectation 
that he might find the soul (the ob- 
ject of his search) imaged ttere, com- 
pelled him to leave the dissecting 
room, where he was making discover- 
ies which would bring him honor 
among men, for fear that he might 
be led astray from the search for truth 
by the love of being considered a dis- 
toverer. Nor did he have any deep 
end reflex reference to himself iti 
ahis, always ascribing all honor and 
glory to the Lord alone. There was 
never a trace of our modern method 
of confusing the essence of God with 
the individuality of nian — talking 
about “the divinity in man” and 
giving glory to the creature. From 
the beginning to the end of his ca- 
reer, God alone was Life and Self- 
Personality, and man only a free re- 
cipient of that life either perverted 
by self reference or uuperverted 4s 
when humility, the highest human 
virtue, rules the deepest recesses and 
fountains of the soul. Before he was 
p repared for hm higher' work, and 
when more than fifty years of age, 
he passed through a series of pro- 
found soul-searchings, revealed in his 

# private diary, (which was only dis- 

* covered in recent years, whose bur- 
den is that he may be wholly the 
Lord’s, and not his own. History 
can scarcely supply another such ex- 
ample of a man of perfect balance of 
faculties mental and spiritual, of 
scientific capacities blended with re- 
ligious faith, and who, with all the 
world’s prizes in his grasp, complete- 
ly turned his back on honor and emo- 
lument. surrendering all selfish 
things, to give himself to his Mas- 
ter’s service. 

2. Again, Swedenborg^s teachings 
were wholly in accord with his life. 
Everywhere he leads us to go to the 
Lord Jesus Christ alone, and to keep 
His commandments looking to Him 
for strength and motive. He warns his 
readers against blind authority. The 
heart of faith iB love, which is a 
gift by tile Lord Jesus to the soul 
that seeks Him, This love brings 
insight into revealed truth. It gives 
one the power to recognize the truth, 
as one would recognize a friend. 
Swedenborg puts himself in the plaqe 
of an unbeliever. He makes him ask 
in substance, “how can I have this 
living, loving faith and insight— I 
fear 1 cannot,” and then replies, “I 
will tell him how he may. Let him 
shew evils as sins against the Lord, 
not as merely hurtful in a worldly 
way; and let him look to the Lord 
Jesus as his God, and trust in Him 
and then he will have all the faith he 
can desire.” Swedenborg, the man, 
is mostly out of sight in his writ- 


ings. He sought no proselytes. He 
founded no church. He published 
his works ut his own expense, placed 
them in libraries and passed on into 
the great Beyond with joyful antici- 
pations, receiving the sacrament at 
the hands of a Lutheran minister, 
acknowledging the Lord as the only 
Fountain of Life, and himself as 
only sinful apart from Him. Al- 
though the Sceptic Kant became con- 
vinced by Investigation of Sweden- 
borg’s supernatural gifts, and al- 
though Swedenborg himself was fre- 
quently importuned to reveal infor- 
mation from the other world, he 
invariably refused except where there 
was some actual use to be performed, 
always leading those who could easily 
have been made his personal follow- 
ers away from belief Induced by mar- 
vels to a faith of reason and of love 
away from him as a man to the Lord 
who had revealed the truth through 
him, and to t lie truths which were 
the Lord’s alone. 

3. And finally. The only outward 
authority that Swedenborg acknowl- 
edges is the written Scripture. All 
that he has written is to be judged 
by that, and by that in its plain and 
literal teaching. For while the true 
Scripture has an internal or spiritual 
meaning throughout, like everything 
that God has made yet the word is 
like a man whose body for the moat 
part is clothed, but whose face and 
hands are necessarily left unclothed, in 
order that he may do his work in the 
world. All the leading truths which 
Swedenborg taught are found in the 
literal, plain sense of Scripture— its 
unclothed face and handH. It required 
indeed a revelation to enable men to 
see them there in their beauty and 
orderly connection, for the real truthB 
of the literal sense had been so min- 
gled with its clothed or apparent 
truths as to excuse the torture of a 
Savonarola, the burning of a Serve- 
tus, or the hanging of witches. With 
Swedenborg, the written Word is the 
only outward authortiy, and this only 
as .a stepping-stone to an inner en- 
lightenment of faith. 

It is possible for men to follow 
Swedenborg, as some of the apostles 
of old followed Paul, and some Apol- 
los. Hero worship is ingrained in 
j human nature. Even Peter followed 
' his master at first as an earthly po- 
tentate, and defended him with the 
sword. But if Swedenborg has any 
such hero worshippers (and Emerson 
seems to have been one) they can find 
no warrant in his writings. Every- 
thing that he had discovered was the 
Lord’s doing, and marvellous in his 
eyes. The Lord Jesus was his Lord 
and Master, and to Hini alone was 
all glory and honor due. With him, 
the worship of an invisible, imper- 
sonal God was really the worship of 
self or of material nature or force, 
and the glory of the church of the 
new age would be that it would wor- 
ship a visible God in whom is the 
invisible, as the soul is in the body. 
Thus Swedenborg made himself as 
nothing, and the Lord Jesus Christ 
was all in all to Him. 

I might continue indefinitely, Mr. 
Editor, but this communication is 
already too long.

The action of the Eliot church au- 
thorities in asking that the city 
assume the cost of maintaining the 
illuminated clock on their church 
tower is natural and logical, consid- 
ering that the city is now maintain- 
ing such a clock at Newton Centre. 
We rather imagine, however, that the 
clock will still be illuminated whether 
the city grants the petition or not. 


The proposition to widen. Centre 
street in front of the First Church at 
Newton Centre is commendable. 
That portion of the street is too 
narrow for a main thoroughfare and 
the generous act of the church should 
be promptly and gratefully accepted. 


City Hall Notes. 

A largely attended and spicy hear- 
ing was given Monday evening by 
the board of health on the petition to 
revoke the stable permit now held by 
the Gilfix Bros, on Clinton street. 
William F. Bacon tepresented the 
petitioners and H. L. Whittlesey ap- 
peared for the Giltix Bros. Quite a 
number of witnesses were examined 
and later the board refused to revoke 
the license. 

The assessors, city treasurer, city 
eningeer and city clerk appeared be- 
fore the Public Wcrks Committee on 
Monday evening regarding office ac- 
commodations in the City Hall. Two 
propositions were presented, one for 
a brick addition on the land now oc- 
cupied by the police patrol stable on 
Cherry street, and also for a small 
enlargement on the east side for the 
engineer and treasurer. The com- 
mittee was also urged to delay any 
matters affecting the present build- 
ing and to prepare for a new city hall 
within the next few years. 

The Civic Club of Newton to which 
all past and present members of the 
city government are eligible will meet 
for organization Monday evening, 
Oct. 26 at the Newton Club. Con- 
gressman Powers and Mayor Weeks 
will speak at the smoke talk which 
will follow the business meeting. 

Mayor Weeks sends his estimates 
of expenditures for 1904 to the alder- 
men next Monday evening. 

City Clerk Kingsbury is in East 
Orange, N. J., attending the funeral 
of his brother, Mr. fc\ H. Kingsbury, 
who died last Wednesday. 

Registration for the state election 
closed Wednesday night with a total 
of 6106 names on the voting lists, 456 
new names having been added this 
fall. There were 6093 voters at the 
last state election.

I1UST WOMEN BEAR ARMS IN ORDER 
TO WIN THE BALLOT? 

Most of the Opponents of Equal Hnf- 

frnfe Cnnld Find Cnnaei nearer 

Home — Women Their Oira Worst 

Enemies. 

An edifying spectacle was that of the 
jrenorablo Lyman Abbott, nged sixty- 
eight, braving the rigors of a New 
Hampshire Mnrcli to opposo the pend- 
ing sufTrngo ninendmont on the ground 
that women cannot render military 
service! During nil the crucial years 
of the civil war, when Lyman Abbott 
was in the full vigor of young man- 
liood, his country received no military 
service whatever from him, not even 
In the capacity of chaplain. During 
the recent Spanish-Amerlcan war ho 
was too feeble to fight except with his 
goose quill. By wliat right, thou, has 
this reverend gentleman been voting 
nil these years? He has not n fighting 
Ancestry behind him, and he has fur- 
nished no soldiers in his progeny. 
Whnt special service, then, has he ren- 
dered the nation beyond that given by 
(thousands of women which entitles 
him to the ballot that ho Is using nil 
Ills Influence to keep from them? Ev- 
ery mother who bns laid a son on the 
nltnr of her country, every wifo who 
lias given her husband to be sacrificed 
In ItR defense, Is more justly entitled 
to vote on tho ground of military serv- 
ice than Is Dr. Lyman Abbott. 

Another feature of the campaign 
Which was so humiliating that one can- 
not even smile at tho humor of it was 
the appearance of two women, one from 
Massachusetts and one from Delaware, 
pleading with the men of New Hamp- 
shire In representatives hnll at Concord 
not to grant the women of the state the 
right of representation. Was It to pro- 
duce, such as these that tho seven years’ 
war of tho Revolution wns fought? 
■Mrs. A. J. George of Massachusetts de- 
clared that tho women of that state 
nre "the most privileged elnss the world 
Las yet seen, and they have been made 
so by the masculine sense of justice.” I 
'And yet at this very time the average 
monthly salary of the women school- I 
teachers In Boston is $G9.G8 and of the 
men $213.01, and In the entire state the 
average paid to women tcnchers Is only 
about one-third that paid to men. The 
average weokly salary of other wage i 
earning women is considerably less 
;thnn $3, and on this point Carroll D. ! 
j Wrlglit, most trustworthy of statisti- 
cians, says, "The lack of political influ- 
ence constitutes a powerful reason 
why women’s wages have been kept at 
n minimum.” 

Until last year the women were 
practically under the old common law 
so far as their property rights were 
concerned, nnd fathers were the abso- 
lute guardians of the children. The suf- 
fragists had been petitioning for forty 
years to have these laws equalized. 
Mrs. George’s autisuffrago society, 
‘since its organization, had declared 
them just and satisfactory nnd had 
issued a pamphlet against giving moth- 
ers equal guardianship. But with the 
beginning of the new century the leg- 
islature itself finally mustered the de- 
cency to wipe them out. At the present 
time no taxpaying woman In the state 
has any voice in the levying or spend- 
ing of her taxes. There are 18,000 of 
these women In Boston alone, who pay 
annually $3,000,000 Into the city treas- 
ury. No woman has a voice In the reg- 
ulation of the liquor traffic or In a sin- 
gle law which she must obey. None can 
hold tho smallest office without a spe- 
cial net of the legislature. Gradually, 
however, the right has been extended 
jto women to alt on various boards, and 
»Mrs. George herself has Joyfully taken 
advantage of it 

Miss Emily P. BlsBell, who came from 
Delaware— that abode of pure politics, 
that state which has but’ one high 
school within Its borders, but one col- 
lege nnd this enrolling only 114 stu- 
dents and excluding women; which 
givcB a widow only a life Interest in 
one-third of tho real estate and one- 
third of the personal property; which 
until 1889 kept the age of protection 
for girls at seven years, then raised the 
age and declared the crime only a mis- 
demeanor— Miss Blssell, representing 
this great and glorious state, based her 
argument on the ground that “equal 
suffrage would be of no benefit to wo- 
men, but would harm the state." 

[ Could a keener satire bo Imagined 
than was presented by these two wom- 
en, traveling hundreds of miles from I 
their homes for the purpose of standing 
upon a public platform In a statehouse, 
surrounded by men wbo were Btran- 
gers and pleading with an Immense au- 
dience not to grant any more rights to 
women? 

These things make one allnost 
ashamed to be a woman. They cut 
deep with the painful truth that this Is 
Indeed the “inferior’’ sex, for, with all 
his follies and sins, man Is never bo 
weak or so wicked as to pray that lib- | 
erty may bo withheld from himself 
and his brothers. Ho is never bo lgno- I 
rant or abject as not to recogulzo the 
blessings of freedom. If It were not 
for the light of experience which 
'allows so eleurly that overy opportu- 
nity secured for women has developed 
iheir character and removed In n large 
measure the stigma of Inferiority, the 
discouragement over the attitude of 
rnuny who belong to the comparatively , 
privileged clnsses would he so pro- I 
found us to prevent any further effort. 
nVomeil are indeed In some respects 
[tho worBt enemy of womon, but wo 
ImuBt uot forget that If we accept the 
Bible version through woman knowl- 
edge came to the world, by metwis of 
woman the Redeemer was sent, and 
therefore It Is but logical to believe 
'that wouiau will be the ugeucy by 
which eventually woman hereelf shall 
be regenerated.

Death at tdward E. Hardy. 

Edward E. Hardy died suddenly

Eyes That Change Color. 

Although the eyes of children may 
deepen or alter in color with their 
growth, the change of hue In the Iris 
Is principally due to the development 
of disease. The most marked changes 
are produced by nil Inflammatory dis- 
ease known as acute Iritis. The iris 
of the eyes of the sufferer from this 
disease entirely changes color, prin- 
cipally owing to the loss of distinctness 
In Its fibers, with n consequent clouded 
appcnrance. The pupil Is contracted, 
and small brownish white specks ap- 
pear In It, produced by the breaking 
away of adhesions of the Iris to the 
capsule of the lens. 

The varieties of color in the eyes of 
different individuals and of different 
kinds of animals mainly depend upon 
the color of the pigment which Is de- 
posited in cells In the substance of the 
Iris, and the eye can, therefore, only 
be said to change color when there is 
a change In the color of the iris. The 
color of the sclerotic coat, or white of 
the eye, Is frequently affected by dis- 
ease or accidents, of which the well 
known bloodshot nppenrnucc is most 
common. 

“Orliflnnl” And Actual Sin. 

A wealthy Australian Scotsman 
named Allan died soma years ago aud 
bequeathed a considerable sum of 
money to provide perpetual prizes to 
the Presbyterian children of the com- 
monwealth for proficiency In Scrip- 
tural knowledge. A report of the Al- 
lan bequest committee, presented to 
the Presbyterlau general assembly In 
Melbourne, contained some entertain- 
ing rending. "What is the difference 
betweeu original sin and actual sin?” 
elicited these answers among others: 
"Original slu Is Adam eating forbid- 
den fruit; actual sin Is Cnln killing 
Abel.” "One is good sin; the other is 
bad sin.” •"Original sin la sin without 
murder, but actual slu Is slu; meaning 
swearlug.” "Origlual sin is the things 
we ought not to do.” "Actual sin 
means a want of obedience; but orig- 
inal slu is a work of Provideuce.” 

Treatment of Danlona. 

Bunions are serious and hard to treat. 
About the only thing to do Is to wear 
seamless stockings aud shoes with kid 
or fine calf uppers. Avoid bentiug the 
feet and change the shoes frequently. 
Any sweet oil will heal the soreness of 
a joint, and sometimes anointing It 
with iodine will bring relief. When a 
bunion gets troublesome the best plan 
1b to buy a stick of sulphate of copper, 
pnre away the dead skin and cauterize 
the spot. The operation Is a trifle pain- 
ful, but it is only momentary, while the 
sense of relief that 1b sure to follow Is 
like the "peace that puasetli under- 
standing.” 

“The Hlih Sena.” 

By "the high seas” referred to in 
article 1 of the constitution of the 
United States Is meant the open sea— 
that is, the waters outsldo the civil 
Jurisdiction of any country whatever, 
which, according to the law of natlous, 
Is limited to one uinriuo league, or 
threo geographical miles, from the 
shore. Even tlio great lakes, beyoud 
the limit designated above, aro regard- 
ed as ‘‘high seas.”

Xatorp nnd Plants. 

Dr. Andrew Wilson writes: "If we 
| assumed thn't flowers were merely 
evolved to gratify human senses we 
should be entertaining a woefully lim- 
ited view of nature. The botanist will 
tell you that everything about a flower 
is meant to favor one end. Thnt end 
Is the production of seeds and the prop- 
agation of the species. The colors of 
flowers— nay, even the little splashes of 
a hue or tint seen on a petal— ore In- 
tended to attract Insects that they may 
carry off tho fertilizing dust, or pollen, 
to other flowers of the same or near 
species and thus insure a sturdier race 
as the result of cross fertilization. It 
Is to this end also that your flowers are 
mauy of them sweet scented. The per- 
fume Is another kind of Invitation to , 
the insect world. The honey they se- 
crete forms a third attraction— the 
most practical of all, perhaps. Theu 
the arrangement of tho flowers ou the 
stalk, the times of opening nnd shut- 
ting of tho flowers and the position of 
the stamens and pistils are all so many 
features whereby nature is giving each 
plant a help on the way.”

future use. There would be a con- 
tinual expense for maintenance, but 
the principal reason for taking down 
was on account of its appearance. Its 
presence ruins the appearance of the 
square at Newton Centre and destroys 
the view of the new building when 
approaching from Boston. While 
there is no legal condition now in 
force it was the original understand- 
ing that only one building was to be 
erected on this piece of land. 

Some .discussion followed as to cost 
of taking down, the statements vary- 
ing from nothing to $1000 for taking 
down and $600 for grading afterwards. 

Alderman Bowen read a letter from 
Miss Harriet Cousens whose father 
sold the town the laud for the school 
in which it was stated that Mr. 
Cousens had stipulated that the 
school should have a pleasing aspect 
from the east. He also read a letter 
from John Ward who gave a history 
of the erection of the previous build- 
ing. Alderman Bowen then said that 
SHOO had been raised at that time 
by Newton Centre and the citizens 
had a moral if not a legal right *o be 
considered. 

The alderman did not believe the 
Mason and Ash street schools should 
be connected together, but that each 
should stand on its individual merits. 

AldermanWebster opposed the pull- 
ing down of the building, and Aider- 
man Barber said it would cost the 
city nothing to leave it there for a 
year or two, and he aid not believe 
the city should pay anyhing for re- 
moving so good a building. 

Z Alderman Ellis did not favor de- 
molition, saying that if pulled down 
it could not be restored and he saw 
no haste in the matter. He believed 
the two schoolhouses should be con- 
sidered together as the tearing down 
of one would establish a precedent. 

Alderman Baker said that the sen- 
timent of both wards was in favor of 
demolition, but he believed such 
action would be a great loss to the 
city. 

Alderman Lothrop favored taking 
down the Mason building, but would 
not vote to do so at tha meeting. 

The order was then defeated, but 
later reconsideration prevailed and it 
was again refused passage, Alderman 
Bowen, Brown, Chesley, Hubbard, 
Johnson, Norris, Saltonstall and 
Sweeney < 8) voting aye, Aldermen 
Baker, Barber, F. A. Day, Ellis, En- 
sign, Hunt, Lothrop, Mellen, Webster 
and Weed (10) voting nay. 

WADE SCHOOL. 

Alderman Chesley then introduced 
an order for $5500 for purchase of the 
Mills estate adjoining the Wade 
school. He said that $80,000 was to 
be spent for the new building and 
the entire Upper Falls wanted it to 
face on High street. 

Alderman Hunt called attention to 
the fact that as now planned every 
building would receive sunlight and 
that changing it round will seriously 
affect the light. 

Alderman Barber said the indefi- 
niteness as to the increased expense 
of the change was the stumbling 
block. There was not only the cost 
of the land but the building would 
cost more, the grading would be more 
expensive and the architects would 
probably be relieved from their pres- 
ent agreement as to cost of the build- 
ing. 

Alderman Lothrop thought it dan- 
gerous to attempt to change the plans, 
as such matters had been expensive 
in the past. 

Alderman Saltoustall spoke in a 
similar vein, and Alderman Chesley 
suggested that the plans might be 
figured for both sites. 

Alderman Baker believed that the 
cost should be determined before the 
land was purchased. 

The order was then defeated, Al- 
derman Chesley casting the only fav- 
orable vote. 

The ordinance to amend the in- 
spection of wire ordinance was then en 
roiled after President Weed had ex- 
plained that the changes were to com- 
ply with new legislation, eliminate ex- 
tracts from statutory law and to abol- 
ish hearings on peiitiuiis for attach- 
ments. 

The junk license of Max Canter 
was transferred from Gardner to 
Chandler street on motion of Alder- 
man Webster. 

President Weed gave notice of the 
coming meeting of the Civic Club oil 
the 26th inst. and at 9.25 p. in. the 
board adjourned.

Despite the discouraging weakness 
in the stock market, there have been 
several developments which will help 
the Wall street situation materially. 
The most important of these is the 
assurance of bountiful crops this year. 
It has turned out that the corn crop 
was not injured by the frosts at all. 
Instead of being 2,0O0,0O0,U0C bushels 
or less, the crop will be over 2,300,- 
000,000, exceeding all expectations. 
This will be the largest crop, with 
| one exception, in the history of the 
country. 

Another encouraging development 
is the beginning of investment buy- 
ing of bonds on a large scale. This 
buying of first-class securities by 
large corporations, trustees of insti- 
tutions and other investors, always 
murks the beginning of a sustained 
upward movement. The buying 
spreads itself into first-class stocks, 
and later into the general market. 
The investment buying means, how- 
ever, that good stocks are about on 
bottom, and that the next important 
swing ill the market will be upward.

VACATION SCHOOL 

The vacation school at Nonantmn 
closed its sevententh year on Tuesday, 
the eighteenth of August, with an 
exhibition of sewing, carpentry work, 
cooking, basketry, clay modelling and 
straw plaitiug. The exhibition was 
so creditable both to pupils and to 
teachers, that it is to be regretted 
that so few beyond those immediately 
interested in the success of the school 
saw the result of its efforts. In no 
one year of the seventeen, in which 
the school has been carried on, has 
it so vindicated its right to existence. 
The attendance has been regular, the 
work has been accurate and the inter- 
est has been most eager. , 

The Nonatitum school— one of the 
first if not the first to be established 
in this commonwealth— was founded 
in 1887, by the Social Science Club, 
witli-the conviction that children 
needed to be trained the year through, 
especially in those sections of a town 
where parents are unable to provide 
change and recreation for their chil- 
dren during the long summer holiday. 
Each summer since then has seen the 
school in operation, with classes for 
girls and for boys and a kindergarten 
for the little ones in the charge of 
paid teachers. The work has been 
under the supervision of a committee 
of the Social Science Club and has 
entailed up to the present time an ex- 
pense of nearly $7000. This sum has 
been provided almost entirely by the 
members of the club, in the but few 
appeals to interested friends, and 
none at all to the general public. 
The object has been, not merely to 
keep the children of the district where 
the school is located from the streets, 
but to give them the manual training 
which thus far our public schools sup- 
ply only in very scant measure. 

To those of our children who are 
fitting for professional or mercantile 
careers, our city provides most gener- 
ously, 4 but for those whose education 
closes with the grammar school, and 
who must begin at an early age to j 
earn their own living, the preliminary 
training which should fit them to 
enter upon the career of skilled hand 
workers, is wholly lacking. It is to 
supply this want that vacation 
schools are now beiug established all 
over the country, warmy championed 
by those whose wisdom and judgment 
none can deny, for example, by Pres- 
ident Eliot, Professor Zueblin, John 
Graham Brooks. Edwin D. Mead, the 
late Mrs. Alice Fremau Palmer and 
rtiany others. 

No one who has ever had to do with 
the establishment of vacation schools, 
can have failed to be impressed with 
the testimony to their value, given by 
the parents of the pupils and often 
substantiated by the later attainments 
of the children themselves. 

In most cities and towns where va- 
cation schools are established, they 
are begun by private enterprise ami 
gradually come under the control of I 
the city authorities. The arguments 
for the public control of vacation 
schools have already been briefly sug- 
gested 

1. Our whole school system recog- 
nizes the principle that the govern- 
ment is responsible for the education 
of its citizens; and manual training, 
which implies the cultivation of ob- 
servation, accuracy and dexterity, is 
— no less than laboratory work in 
science teaching — an essential part 
of the education of children. 

2. The complete interruption of 
school training by the long vacation, 
though necessary from many points 
of view, is none the less injurious, 
especially to children for whom 
change, vacation study and healthful 
recreation cannot be provided by their 
parents, 

In the educative value of vacation 
schools consist b their main claim to 
public support. They are not trade 
schools though they may unquestion- 
ably shorten a workman’s apprentice- 
ship. or render it more intelligent. 
Neither are they boys’ clubs, though 
there is no doubt that— like boys' 
cIuds —they provide a safe retreat 
from the streets and thus tend to 
prevent juvenile offences. In the 
main, however, thfey are to be re- 
garded as an essential part in the 
education of intelligent, industrious 
citizens. As such they have an un- 
doubted claim ou the municipal sup- 
port which is necessary to their great- 
est efficiency. It is hoped that here : 
in Newton— as in Allston, Brookline, | 
Woburn and many other places — the 1 
care of the vacation schools will be 
recognized as the duty of the city.

Onmlnff Political Corruption Dcm- 

onitrntca the Need ot Women’s 

Votes— Despotism or an Enlarged 

Klectornir the Alternattre. 

Tho growing political corrnptlon 
which debauches our state and munic- 
ipal elections Is becoming an evil so 
glaring tlmt some radical remedy will 
have to be applied. Either the elector- 
ate will have to be limited and con- 
trolled or enlarged by the admission of 
women. 

The first method was adopted In 
Washington by congress booh ofter the 
war. The voting constituency of the 
District of Columbia, largely composed 
of recently emancipated slates, becaino 
so notoriously and shamelessly corrupt 
that self government was abruptly 
abolished, niul the District was put un- 
der the control of three commissioners 
appointed by the federal authorities. 
Residents of Washington have been for 
a generation absolutely without politi- 
cal power and live under a paternal 
government which taxes and governs 
without the slightest regard for the 
public will. 

Similar political evils have driven 
ninny of tlio southern states to elimi- 
nate the negro vote, In so doing setting 
aside constitutional guarantees and 
practically nullifying the express con- 
ditions of reconstruction, so that the 
colored race in state after stnte Is prac- 
tically excluded from representation. 

Judging from these salient facts, 
there is great danger that wherever 
large bodies of legal voters prove them- 
selves incompetent and corrupt we 
shall have a reversion to despotism by 
an indignant and outraged community. 

Certainly Indications nre ominous. 
Mrs. Catt has been informed that 10,- 
000 New Hampshire voters sell their 
votes. The same Is true In Rhode Is- 
land. George Kennan has unearthed 
a general corruption of voters by Ad- 
dicks In the state of Delaware. The 
rule of Tammany In New York Is a 
conspiracy of vice and crime. Repub- 
lican Philadelphia Is equally rotten. St. 
Louis 1ms been controlled for years by 
a hand of robbers. The Boston city 
government is ruled by fraud and job- 
bery, so that nearly one-half of the 
taxes are wasted and misapplied. It Is 
not a question of party. It goes deeper 
—the voting constituency has proved 
Itself incapable of honest and intelli- 
gent self government. 

What are we going to do about It? 
Shall we abandon our glorious princi- 
ples of liberty, fraternity and equali- 
ty? Shall we repudiate the sublime af- 
firmation that “governments derive 
their Just powers from the consent of 
the governed?” Shall we tamely sub- 
mit to the rule of the aristocracy by 
force or fraud through the instrumen- 
tality of a venal legislature? 

There is only one alternative. We 
must go forward and make suffrage 
really universal. One-half of our citi- 
zens nre without votes. Experience has 
shown that a limited suffrage Is more 
easily corrupted. Sir Robert Walpole 
governed England with limited suf- 
frage upon the avowed maxim that 
“every man has his price.” We must 
have a voting constituency too numer- 
ous to he bribed and too Independent to 
be bullied and coerced. We must ad- 
mit that great body of citizens who are 
authored In their homes, who consti- 
tute two- thirds of our hard workers 
and only one-tenth of our criminals. 
Do this, or Democracy will he a failure.

WOMEN'S PROGRESS. 

Pioneer* Heeded to Advance lha 

Cnnae of Bfial ■■■rave. 

Every theory Rgnlnat woman suffrage 
Iish been completely demollahed In the 
light of practical experience until 
nbont all that la left for the opposition 
la the one which la being uaed for all It 
la worth, “Women do not want the bal- 
lot,” “Whenever a majority of women 
aak for It, they will get It.” Many op- 
ponenta frnnkly admit that thla la the 
only argument worth considering, but 
still clnlm that It la sufficient reason for 
withholding thc ballot untyl such time 
as a majority of the women aak for it. 

To the unthinking this may seem 
very reasonable, but when one consid- 
ers the history of all pnst progress, to- 
gether with present facts, this excuse, 
for It is nothing but an excuse, for de- 
ferring^ justice seems monger Indeed. 

A majority women have never de- 
manded n single privilege that has been 
granted them in the past, nor was ono 
of them ever asked for by even a small 
majority. 

The long discuss: m over woman's 
rights has by no means been confined 
to the franchise, but has Included the 
right of women to speak in public, to 
organize, to receive higher education, 
to enter the professions and industrial 
occupntions.'to control their wages and 
to hold property, all of which have 
passed exactly the snmo gantlet of ob- 
jection nnd been belabored with pre- 
cisely the snme clubs that have been 
used to prevent women receiving the 
right to the ballot. 

The effort for the right to speak in 
public and to organize was made by 
less than a hundred women. It was 
with the utmost difficulty that a few 
thousand womfen In the state of New 
York could be persuaded to sign a peti- 
tion for the right of women to own 
property nfter marriage, and there was 
practically no petition for It from the 
women of other stntes. Most of them 
expressed themselves satisfied with the 
laws ns they were. If the universities 
of the country and the founders of the 
great women's colleges bad waited un- 
til a majority of women asked for 
them, not one woman in the United 
States today would be receiving the 
higher education. 

The majority of women have never 
asked for anything, nnd they never 
will do so. In each case a few far in 
advance of the masses made a deter- 
mined nnd persistent effort and secured 
these privileges for their sex, which 
when secured the great body of women 
availed themselves of without a 
thought as to their benefactors.

We hear much of keeping woman 
ill her exalted station, of preserving 
her unspotted from the mire of politics. 
Chivalry is the shibboleth. 

Far be it from me to disparage by one 
word “that unbougbt grace of life,” 
“that chastity of honor which felt a 
stalu like a wound” nnd which now 
breasts alone the swift current of an 
nil engulfing commercialism. But who 
cannot afford a sneer at n chivalry 
that laughs at the object of its devo- 
tion behind her back, keeps her stand- j 
lug when she should sit. swindles her 
in the marts, lives in idleness on her 
earnings, trikes from her her good 
name and her children in the courts 
mid then, keeping her on a plane with 
Its Idiots and its felons, refuses her the 
common means of self defense? Frauk- 
ly I have no faith In this pleu of chiv- 
alry. If they who advance it were Bin- 
cere in their protestations, how could 
they consent that all which is loveliest 
nnd best in character and morals 
should be excluded from direct influ- 
ence on the public life? No; men de- 
ceive themselves. Behind this pretense 
n deep rooted conceit of their own in- 
tellectual superiority lias suppiauted 
the old masculine pride in the physical.

The mayor’s estimate for the city 
expenses tor nest year are nearly 
$40, CO) more than those of 1903. 
The largest increases are in the 
school approbation and for sinking 
fund and interest accounts. It is 
difficult to see how these important 
matters can be cut down. The school 
increase is for more teachers and for 
the increased cost of maintaining our 
modern school buildings. The ten- 
dency of the school committee to re- 
duce the number of pupils to a room, 
while undoubtedly improving the 
educational facilities, increases the 
number of teachers required, and adds 
largely to the cost of the schools. 
This tendency should be restricted 
as m«ch as possible as the cost of 
Newton schools is certainly very 
great. 

The financial charges are fixed and 
must be met. We have heretofore 
commented on the policy of the city 
in charging into the annual tax levy 
the large sums expended each year 
for drain construction, and we note 
that the Mayor approves of the sum 
of $27,500 for this item. Of this 
about 515,000 is intended for new 
work. Drainage construction is the 
same as sewer construction, one sys- 
tem caring for storm water, the 
other for sewage matter. Sewers are 
paid for by bonds running for 30 
years, on the theory that posterity 
which will enjoy the use of such 
sewers should also pay part of the ex- 
pense of the same. The same argu- 
ment is true of drainage construc- 
tion. but the city has persistently 
made flesh of one and fowl of the 
other. This item eliminated from 
the tax levy would make a difference 
of 25 cents in the tax rate for next 
year and in our opinion, the city 
should immediately adopt the policy 
of ponding its drainage expenditures.

WOMAN 8UFFRAGE MOVEMENT IB 
BASICALLY JUST, 

Why Tills Csvie Hus Hallifad the 

Services of Earneit, Sober, Thonfkt- 

f ill Men nnd Women— An Attempt to 

Regenerate the Country. 

Hon. M. J. Sanders, president of the 
New Orleans FrogresHlvo union, In a 
recent address upon woman suffrage 
said In part: 

The suffragist cause Is no mere ego- 
List leu 1 doslro for prominence on the 
part of n few disgruntled women who 
have been spoiled by too much educa- 
tion nnd freedom, but It Is the result of 
an earnest, deep rooted, frequently oil 
absorbing conviction that the right to 
vote Is a necessity because it carries 
with It the ability for woman to defi- 
nitely nnd forcibly exert a direct and 
powerful Influence against the hun- 
dreds of degrading and horrible sys- 
tems which legally exist to the con- 
stant debasing of humanity. 

Tho right of suffrage is then not on 
end, hut merely a means to an end, 
which is not yet and shall not be so 
long as there is a wrong to right, a vice 
to eradicate, a benuty in life or charac- 
ter to be assisted to its full develop- 
ment. 

To the man who 1ms not Investigated 
nnd who Hina been content to regard 
the suffrage women ns somewhat fool- 
ish If not dangerous cranks this ex- 
plains the devotion and self sacrifice, 
the remarkable ability and the really 
grent oratory, tho rush of burning, Im- 
passioned logic which cannot be called 
forth by any but the great cause of 
freedom. i 

It appears to me that In all that 
makes goo4M^tIzen8hip, In morality, in 
education, i^fntelligence, the woman 
is in the United Stntes today at least 
the equal, iu some respects the superi- 
or, of the average man who has the 
right of franchise. 

How, then, can it be Just to deny her 
this right? 

As a matter of expediency there may 
be some argument, but the doubts in 
the minds of the tbinktug men who 
have given this matter proper consid- 
eration are, I believe, founded more 
on the fear of some radical and harm- 
ful change of soclnl conditions which 
tho experience so far lias given no 
reason whatever to expect, the fear 
that the votes of women will be con- 
trolled by men, which in my opinion 
Is quite ns likely to bo reversed; tho 
fenr that the woman herself will be de- 
graded, while I believe it will bo an 
incentive to further education and in- 
telligence for the woman. 

As purely a matter of expediency I 
am convinced that the franchise in the 
hands of the woman will prove tho 
most powerful lever this generation 
will see for the accomplishment of the 
10,000 reforms, moral, social, econom- 
ical nud political, which are crying 
aloud to the heavens for the earnest, 
active efforts of all who wish our coun- 
try well. 

We cannot get outside of our narrow, 
selfish personal interests nnd thoughts 
for even a brief period without being 
burdened beyond endurance by tbo 
weight of the suffering, Injustice and 
iniquity that surround us with horrors 
that are a disgrace to the most elemen- 
tary construction of civilization. 

Where Is tho power coming from that 
will actively campaign for any of the 
great reforms, while man becomes 
more nnd more enthralled by tho pres- 
sure of industrial affairs, unless it be 
from among our educated, emotional, 
enthusiastic, self sacrificing women? 

I have seen sufficient of the women 
who are working in this fight for suf- 
frage to believe that hand in hand with 
earnest men as coworkers and equals, 
lu no way subordinate, they can fur- 
nish brains and power to remove a 
vast load of the Iniquities and inequal- 
ities of life and even in our generation 
to lift this country to a plane of civili- 
zation wherein the masses Bball have 
a chance for happiness and freedom, 
the gross inequalities iu the conditions 
of life shall he removed nnd a pure 
and wholesome moral atmosphere Bball 
surround our childreu— rich and poor 
alike— to nurture them to high and no- 
ble standards, ideals we now only 
dream of and sigh for, the attainment 
of which would give us in truth tho 
first country on earth, not only in 
wealth and its power, but ill that infi- 
nitely greater power which comes of a 
realization in tho universal life of our 
peoplo of tho highest ideals of truth 
and beauty.

No man cun defend his own right to 
voto without granting It to woman. 
The only reason why tho demand 
sounds strange is because man never 
analyzed his own right. The moment 
he begins to analyze it ho cannot de- 
fend It without ndmlttlng her. Our fa- 
thers proclaimed sixty years ago that 
government was coequal with the right 
to take money and to punish for crime. 
Now let woman go freo from tho penal 
statute, let her property bo exempt 
from taxation, until you admit her to 
tho ballot box. Goethe said that If you 
plant an oak in a flowerpot hemmed In 
by restrictions either the o%k will bo 
dwarfed or tho flowerpot will break. 
Wo ha vo planted woman In a flower- 
pot, hemmed her In by restrictions, and 
when we move to enlargo her spliera 
society cries out, “Oh, you’ll break thd 
flowerpot" Well, I suy, let It break. 
Mau made It, and tho sooner It goes to 
pieces the better. Let us see how 
broadly tho branches will throw themi 1 
■elves and how beautiful will bo the 
shupo and how glorious against the 
moonlit sky or glowing sunset the foli- 
age shull appear.— Wendell Phillips.

FITNESS TO VOTE. 

Wo in eh Better Qaallled to Via tko 
Ballot Ttiah Men. 

The Topeka Herald «nya editorially : 
Tho defoat of the ■uffrage bill In the 
house, whllo not wholly unexpected, 
was accompanied by -some surprises. 
It was surprising that n nmjority of 
the members could be induced to vote 
against a measure when its opponents 
Were unable to present any better rea- 
j©ns for Its defeat than were given by 
those who spoke against it. It should 
be nn encouragement to the advocates 
of woman suffrngo when those who op- 
pose it ore reduced to tho extremity 
of rising In their places nnd making as 
A serious argument against enfranchis- 
ing women a plea that it will interfere 
with the womanhood nnd motherhood 
Of the land for women to Hpend fifteen 
minutes each year In expressing their 
choice of men who shall fill the offices 
which govern them as well us the men. 

Did any one ever hear such tommy- 
rot except from the old fashioned man 
who absorbs Ids information from the 
corner grocery and who is still doing 
business on the prejudices of his grand- 
father? Such argument would lead 
men to believe that most men spend 
the greater part of their time lu exer- 
cising the duties Imposed upon them 
by suffrage. But as a matter of fact 
only a very small per cent of the men 
do anything of tlie kind. It may be ar- 
gued by this old fnshloned mnn that he 
spends much of his time In finding how 
to vote Intelligently. If so, the women 
hnve a right to remind him that tho 
stupidly senseless way of conducting 
public affairs, too often apparent, 
would Indicate that the more he studies 
the ease the less he knows about it. 
Men who in the pride of superior sex 
think they know more about the real 
questions which underlie public mat- 
ters than women of the twentieth cen- 
tury ure men who nre ignorant of what 
women are doing to enlighten them- 
selves. The women of today are prov- 
ing equality of Intellect by taking the 
highest honors in all the institutions of 
learning In the land in direct competi- 
tion with men. By means of her study 
club and other avenues of Information 
which are now open to her the average 
woman Is becoming better posted as to 
the moral nnd political needs of the 
people than n majority of the men who 
exercise the right of suffrage. And 
what is more to the point and of much 
greater importance in the consideration 
of this matter is that, once shown the 
path of duty, she will conscientiously 
walk it as she does that of private du- 
ty, in perfect harmony with the high 
ideals of womanhood and motherhood 
so much praised by these antisuffrage 
orators. When as much can he said of 
man’s devotion to the high ideals of 
manhood, brotherhood and fatherhood, 
then, not till then, may he assume to 
speak of woman as liable to be degrad- 
ed by the exercise of any duty which 
lie may perform without the danger of 
degradation. 

A WINNING CAUSE. 

Equal Suffrage Movement Not Dylnv, 

bat Gaining In Strength. 

There is an article going tlie rounds 
in the newspapers bended, "Passing of 
Woman Suffrage," iu which the writer 
says that woman suffrage seems to 
have reached Its climax and Is now 
steadily receding. 

Then follows a list of defeats which 
seem to prove to Ills satisfaction that 
woman suffrngo is rapidly dying. Tho 
very defeats mentioned by tho writer 
showed great gains for woman suf- 
frage. 

There are now five states of the Un- 
ion in which the question of woman 
suffrage has been twice submitted to 
the voters, at Intervals of some yenrs. 
In every case the result. has been more 
favorable the second time than the 
first. In Colorado equal suffrage was 
submitted in 1877 and defeated; it was 
submitted again In 1893 and carried. 
In Kansas, when submitted the first 
time, It received 9,100 votes; when sub- 
mitted the second time, it received 03,- 
302. In the state of Washington, in 
18S9, the n averse majority was 10,380; 
’in 1808 It dropped to 0.S82. In Soutli 
Dakota In 1800 woman suffrage was 
defeated by a mnjority of 23,010; In 
180S by a majority of only 3,283. In 
Oregon the vote ill 1884 stood 28,170 
nays to 11,223 yeas; In 1900 it was 
23,208 nays to 20,203 yeas. 

Equal suffrage has made more prog- 
ress in tlie past ten years than In tho 
half century preceding, which can be 
shown by tho gradual extension of 
some form of suffrage to women all 
over the civilized world, full suffrage 
111 Colorado and national suffrage to 
all the women of federated Australia 
and New Zenland. 

Another fact showing the growing 
Interest In the cause Is tho annual re- 
ceipts of the National Suffrage asso- 
ciation, which have Increased from $2,- 
000 to $22,000. 

These facts do not indicate a dying 
cause.

That fact, Itoger Tocock says In an 
article In Pearson’s, told me the secret 
of the Qrnnd canyon. Like the Nile, 
the Colorado flows through a desert, 
but the river of Egypt meanders softly 
and muddlly over tow plains, spread- 
ing when It Is full Into harmless lakes, 
whereas this headlong slulco of run- 
ning sand, launched nt the nnked 
rocks, has the cutting powers of n huge 
steel bow. Tlio country has risen per- 
haps an Inch a year, but the torrent. 
Instead of spreading out over the land, 
has sawed through the lifting rocks. 
The country has risen to a height of 
8,000 feet, whllo still the Colorado 
flows at the ancient level, only 2,000 
feet above the sea. That Is the rcuson 
of this profound abyss for 000 miles 
through the very foundations of the 
world. In all, 3G,000,000 cubic miles of 
solid rock have been ground In thl9 
vast mail and hurled Into the gulf of 
California. 


Unman Breath and Beei, 

Bees are revived by human breath, 
even when apparently (lead. An old 
writer on the subject describes how, 
during n very wet May, he discovered 
a hive which had been working well 
previously whose tennnts seemed to be 
dead, but by putting a few of them 
Into his linnd nnd breathing upon them 
for several minutes he nt lust observed 
some motion nt the second joint of 
their horns. By persevering he re- 
vived them all, anil they became the 
best hive In his garden. He Is, how- 
ever, careful to remnrk that those who 
use pomatum, perfume or hair powder 
should not make too free with the In- 
sects during tike process of restoration. 

The secret, of course— though nt one 
time the thing wns regarded ns mirac- 
ulous— Is In the warmth conveyed; but, 
besides this, there Is no doubt that bees 
are roused by human brenth, to which 
they have such an antipathy that they 
are much more enslly handled If the 
operator draws his brenth gently nnd 
takes enre not to direct It against them.

A State That Dreathea. 

If ever n state might be fluid to 
breathe, that state Is California. It has 
a magnificent lung action, soys the Sun- 
set Magazine. Deep und long drawn nre 
the breaths of ocean nir taken by the 
great valleys. And you can almost see 
this breathing If you will go to the top 
of any of the hills bordering the buy of 
San Francisco. In general, air move- 
ment or wind is initiated by difference 
of temperature. Therefore on summer 
afternoons while the broad ocean lies 
tranquilly sleeping nt a temperature of 
5D degrees F. the inland valleys are 
basking In tlio same sunlight, but the 
nir a few feet above the ground is qulv- 
t ring nt a temperature of 100 degrees 
1 In other words, there is a tempera- 
ture gradient of 1 degree per mile, nnd 
this brings nbout a marked movement 
of the nir, the motion being from the 
cool to the warm locality.

An nm u sing story told by Hood de- 
scribes how a country nursery man 
made a large sum out of aules of a 
simple little flower which ho sold un- 
der the nnme of the Rliodum Aldus. This 
charming name proved quite an at- 
traction to the ladles, aiul the flower 
became the rage of the season.

Interesting Notes of Foreign Travel — Edinburgh, the Most 
Picturesque City in the World — The Old and New 
Town and the Castle Charmingly Described. 


The follow in? letters written to ex- 
“Mavor Edward L. Pickard of Anburn- 
dale, by his brother, deceptive of Ills 
travels abroad are so interesting that 
wc take pleasure in publishing them. 

Windsor Hotel. 

Dear Brother: — 

We came hither flying on a 
corridor train from London. It was a 
rapid transit and a pleasing one. 400 
miles in 8 hours. We sat in our 
comfortable seats and read or listened 
-to the muffled sound that came up 
from the rails or walked the corridor 
and watched towns and villages and 
smiling fields whirling and drifting 
by, England dropping fast behind ns, 
-till night came down and we were 
wafted into Waver ley station up and 
out from which we were at once 
brought to this homelike hotel on 
Princes street. We were assigned 
rooms facing Castle Hill on which is 
the famous castle of Edinburgh. 

What a contrast between the two 
capitals-London, “roaring’ 'above and 
underground and Edinburgh, calm, 
quiet or but gently murmuring! But, 
if quiet, Edinburgh is sweet and 
beautiful. One is charmed by it as 
soon as he sees it from Calton Hill, 
or the Castle, or has wakled the 
length of Princes street. I do not 
wonder at the enthusiasm of the 
Scotchmen who, wherever he is, says 
Edinburgh is the most picturesque 
city in the world. I am not able to 
give you an adequate conception of 
the city. Read Stevenson or Alexan- 
der Smith or better, both, on Pic- 
turesque Ediuboro. Smith's descrip- 
tion is brief but full of detail and 
charmingly felicitous it) diction. I 
will, however, try to give a general 
view of the city. 

It sits on three hills, their summits 
and slopes. The axes of these are 
nearly parallel extending east and 
west. It comprises the Old Town and 
the New Town, which differ in char- 
acter and appearance as much as Old 
Boston and Back Bay, but are sepa- 
rated much more in age, for the Old 
Town had existed a full thousand 
years before the New was planned. 
The New is less than 150 years old. 
It lies on the northern hill, from 
George street, which crowns the 
ridge, and slopes slowly northward to 
the sea down streets of stately archi- 
tecture to the lower ground filled 
with villas and groves. At the foot 
is the broad blue band of the Forth 
with Fife on the farther shore. 

George street connects Charlotte 
square and St. Andrew's square. On 
the east the New Town extends to 
Calton Hill up which it pushes till 
midway on its western and northern 
sides it half encircles the hill with 
princely residences. 

The glory of the New Town is 
Princes street, a terrace ou the south- 
ern slope of the hill ending an the 
east at the foot of Calton hill. It is 
one hundred feet wide, a mile long 
with noble pleasure grounds nearly 
its whole length. The “West Gardens’’ 
of this street form a delightful prom- 
enade. A portion of the grounds of 
the “East Gardens” lies low and the 
railway now passes through it. 
Along Princes street are fourteen 
magnificent hotels and many of the 
handsomest business houses and 
shops in the city, all of them on the 
north side of the street, fronting the 
pleasure grounds and looking beyond 
the ravine, having in sight the rug- 
ged outline of the Old Town includ- 
ing the castle high enthroned. Here 
the New confronts the Old; new times 
the days of old. In the Present you 
stand and gaze before the thousand 
year old Past! What street can com- 
pare with this? Yet I have not spok- 
en of the monuments and statues 
that stand here and there in the 
gardens along the street. Of these 
the chief and by far the noblest is 
the Scott monument. It is in the 
form of an open crucial Gothic spire 
supported by four grand early-English 
arches which serve as a canopy to 
the statue and i s -®) feet high. I he 
statue is of marble. Scott’s favorite 
dog is at his feet. Figures of some 
of his principal characters are placed 
in niches. The Livingston monu- 
ment is east of Scott 8. near Uaverley 
Bridge: his body lies in Westminster 
Abbey. West of Scott is the bronze 
statue of Adam Black 1 next Pro- 

fessor Wilson in bronze. Further 
west stands Allan Ramsey in marble 

Beautiful as the New Town is with 
its regular streets, its squares and ter- 
races and princely edifices modern 
in architecture, the Old Xown chiefly 
holds our attention and challenges 
our interest from historical and pic- 
turesque considerations. 

Midway between the New Town 
hill with a northern slope, and a hill 
on the south broad backed and with a 
far reaching southward slope, there, 
has been thrust up by some 
throe, a central ridge of rock, which 
from low ground on the eas rises 
gradually for a mile or more and ends 
abruptly in a high upreared and pre- 
cipitous front. A deep ravine is oil 
either side. Its sides are steep and 
near the western end become preci- 
pices, Jofty, naked and reaching a 
hight of over 400 feet above sea level. 
There are places where grass has 
crept up the steep incline half way 
or more toward the top, but unable 
to gain foothold further. Here in 
favorable weather children play and 
men lie busking in the sun. It is a 
bard hill to climb as armies have 
found. . , , 

On this central ridge the Old Town 
w.a tir.t built, ami there in .till by 
far the greater part of U. A much 
smaller portion occupies the summit 
and northern slope of the southern hill 


[so slow was the progress In building 1 
rhe New Town after the work began, | 
that some citizens went and built I 
homes on the southern hill beyond the 
limits o* the Old Town. Hence 
George square and other squares and 
streets adjoining. ] The central and 
southern hills are connected by a 
bridge which crosses at right angles 
the ravine, or street called “Cow- 
gate,” lying far below. 

At the west extremity of the central 
hill stands the castle, its solid wall 
hut a continuation of the perpendicu- 
lar unscalable earth born rock. A 
highway leads from the castle east- 
ward down along the ridge through 
Lawn Market and High street and I 
Canongate to Holyrood house in the I 
plain from which rise Arthur’s scat 
and Salisbury Crags on one side and I 
Calton Hill on the other. Along 
the entire length of this highway 
on either side is a dense array I 
of high store buildings with as 1 
many as a hundred “closes” or 
miniature streets, some not more than 
four or five feet wide, leading out at 
right angles to the main street and 
down steep inclines to the valley be- 
low. Laid out upon a map the plan 
of this hill resembles the spread out 
skeleton of a plesiosaurus; the castle | 
its head; Lawn Market, High street 
and Canongate Its body: Holyrood 
its tail; the buildings its ribs and the 
wynds and closes its intercostal 
spaces. 

The castle is very old, older than 
the town. How old we do not know. 1 
We do know that in the year 452 the 
Saxons t ook it from the Piets. 
Aftey that it had a varied fortune 
and was enlarged and strengthened 
from time to time. The town seems 
to have grown up seeking from the 
first the protection of the castle, the 
buildings being thus crowded huddled 
together pushing toward the castle. 
Ground-room becoming scarce, sky- 
Dom was in demand, and skyward 
buildings climbed. Standing down in 
Cowgate facing north and looking up 
ward toward High street the houses 
more numerous than ou the other side 
of the hill, seem smuggled up against 
the side Of Castle hill [in some cases ! 
actually' having chambers cut out of 
the solid rock] elbowing one another I 
and for want of elbow room mount- 
ing up “land” above “land” to 
eighthly and even fourteenthly, nar- | 
row of course, and without “lifts.” , 
Filth accumulates in such habitations. 
Woe to those families dwelling on the 
lower “lands!” and those on the 
uppermost, I pity them. I visited 
Cowgate but once and saw and smelt 
enough to satisfy my desire to study 
Edinburgh in that quarter. At head 
of Cowgate is Grass Market, from 
which West Bow, a bow-shaped nar- t 
row street leads steeply up to Lawn 
Market and the entrance to the Castle 
premises. The high horses here have - 
wooden projections called“outshoots. ” | 
They are built to give more room and 
more conveniences as do modern bay 
windows and “swell fronts.” Out- ; 
shoots were once very common. In 
some places they Bhot out so far from 
houses facing each other on this 
□arrow way that families living there ; 
could enjoy and interchange tea- I 
drinking courtesies without leaving ! 
home. Some outshoots darkened the 
street below. As the Old Town is 
the most interesting part of Edin- | 
burgh, so this central hill with its 
great street extending from the castle 
to Holyrood house is the most inter- 
esting part ot the Old Town. It is 
historic Edinburgh. Look back 
through its long array of centuries 
and recall to mind the history made 
here! Whac scenes this Old Town 
has witnessd! Through what pe- 
riods of passions political, ecclesias- 
tical, religious it has passed, now 
brightening with immortal glory, now 
darkening in deeds of deathless 
shame; men who will stand forever 
lashed in the pillory of history, and 
men who will be held in loving re- 
membrance and revered by mankind 
till the story of the world is ended. I 
What tragic stories of kings and , 
queens and highborn nobles Canon- | 
gate tells! Of wretches borne to "the 
embrace of the “Maiden,” of James 1 
riding up on his way to Flodden | 
Field; of Montrose dragged up on a 
hurdle and of his foe; Argyle 1 
treated with like indignities carried 
bareheaded mounted on an unsaddled 1 
horse the hangman preceding. Up I 
this street John Knox came grim and 1 
stern to hia house from his interviews 1 
at Holyrood with Mary whose tears 
could not melt him. Here from an i 
open window in his house Knox was 1 
wont to address his fellow citizens . 
gathered in the street below. 

I have now said more about the I 
city as a whole than I intended.

) It is well known that the women 
1 of this particular section of the city 
(West Newton) in which Mr. Lin- 
coln lives have been greatly disturbed 
and agitated by reason of recent as- 
saults, and while presumably the 
man who committed these assaults 
has been arrested, it has not entirely 
relieved them from apprehension. 

I This state of affairs is, or should I 
be, well known to the police, there- 
fore unusual precautions should be 
taken by any officer in charge of the 
police station. Further than that, it 
is not the business of an officer to sit 
in his office and judge a case when a 
1 citizen calls for assistance, but it is 
his duty to pomptly go or send to the 
scene of the complaint and investi- 
gate the facts. It is assumed that a 
great many unimportant matters will 
be called to the attention of the po- 
lice, but even, so, it is their duty to 
be at the reasonable call of all those 
who think they need protection. Not 
only was the duty in this case im- 
properly performed but the officer was 
surly in the manner and in the form 
of his replies which were such that 
would not only bring discredit upon 
himself if allowed to go unpunished, 
but would bring discredit on the en- 
tire police force.

Bartlett he received a repri- 
j maud from his chief over the tele- 
phone. On Oct. 12 charges were 
preferred against Bartlett by Mr. 

| Lincoln and a hearing resulted. Ac- 
1 cording to the records, Bartle'.t was 
appointed a police officer on March 
29, 1886, and a sergeant oil Aug. 5, 

1895.

Many persona feel the sentiment 
expressed in these lines. They seetn 
to have the feeling that every tree is 
all right and in the right place, but 
let other and wiser considerations 
govern us. 

It is suppoaable that this was a 
grand old tree standing alone in the 
garden or near the old homestead.

Where trees 
are crowded together, their branches 
interlacing, shutting out the air, sky 
and suu light and the view of the 
landscape beyond their beauty is 
marred and this condition of things 
not conducive to ths general health 
of the people living in such localities. 
The Lasell grounds and the Burr es- 
tate are much improved by cutting 
down a tree here and there and trim- 
ming out the timbs of those remain- 
ing, so that light, air and sunshine 
find their way through the branches 
Where trees so shade and cover a 
neighbor's grounds and droop over 
the sidewalk ho as to interfere with 
one’s umbrella and locomotion, it be- 
comes a grievance. 

Where is the remedy for this? 

If owners of grounds pay uo atten- 
tion to this 1 matter, may it not come 
under the jurisdiction of the authori- 
ties of the city, or is it work that the 
Village Improvement Societies might 
take up? Publico Bono.

Ere the last guns of the state cam- 
paign have been fired, the prelimi- 
nary skirmishes are being fought in 1 
municipal politics. Nomination lists 
for the republican caucuses must be 1 
filed next Thursday, and the caucuses ' 
come on Nov. 18th. 

At the present time the republican 
opposition to the nomination of Pres- 1 
ident A. R. Weed ot the aldermen lor < 
mayor appears to have subsided and 
he will undoubtedly have a clear field 
at the caucuses. This is a decided 
compliment to the good work which 1 
Alderman Weed has done during the 
last five years at City Hall. Present ] 
indications show, however, that Al- ' 
derman Weed will have serious oppo- 1 
sitiou at the polls and a revival of 
the famous citizens’ campaigns of 
some fifteen years ago is promised. 

For aldermen, we learn that Mr. 
Charles E- Riley is being urged from 
one part of ward one to accept the 
two year term. There seems to be a 
feeling that Alderman Sweeney 
should be either endorsed for the 
ward aldermanBhip or that there 
should be no nomination made against 
him. Dr. "Gallagher’s friends, how- 
ever, may have something to say on 
this line. 

In ward two, Alderman Dennison 
will be given the two year nomination 
and Mr. Charles D. Cabot will be the 
candidate for one year. 

In ward three, strong efforts are 
being made to continue Alderman 
Hunt as ward alderman and Mr. Ben- 
jamin S. Palmer is slated to succeed 
Alderman Day for two years. 

In ward four, Alderman Johnson 
has consented to succeed himself for 
another year, and Alderman Baker 
will probably be unopposed for the 
two year term although the candidacy 
of Dr. Griffin is Btrongly rumored. 

In ward five there is a serious com- 
plication. Alderman Chesley will be 
asked to take eithei the one or the 
two year terms, and Aldermau Web- 
ster was promised the two year term 
for this fall after the slate was made 
up last year. Mr. Thomas W. White 
is a candidate for the one year term 
and at the present writing it is un- 
known whether there will be a contest 
between Alderman Chesley and Web- 
ster for the two yearterm, between Al- 
dermen Webster and Mr. White for the 
one year term or between Alderman 
Chesley and Mr. White for the one 
year term. 

In ward six, Mr. E. B. Bishop is 
slated to succeed Alderman Norris 
as ward alderman and Alderman 
Bowen to succeed himself for two 
years. 

In ward seven Mr. Thomas Wes 
toil, Jr., will probably be the only 
candidate for the ward aldermanship. 
Alderman Ensign, who has served a 
little more than two years, is under- 
stood to be willing to continue in 
office, although there is a strong sen- 
timent in the ward that Hunnewell 
hill district should be represented. 

There is evidently a concerted 
movement among the Woman’s clubs 
in the city to obtain a representation 
on the school committee this fall and 
special activity is noticed in wards 4, 

6 and 7, although no names have been 
mentioned as yet. We have heard the 
names of Messrs. W. G. Brackett 
ward one, Abbot Basset in ward two 

F. M. Crehore in ward four, 
Lewis P. Everett in ward five. Rev. 

G. M. Boynton in ward six and Rev. 
R. K. Smith in ward seven men- 
tioned in connection with the matter, 
Messrs. Bassett, Crehore and Boyntou 
being present members of the com- 
mittee. 

The election next Tuesday should 
be the first consideration of every 
citizen who has any interests above 
meat and drink and clothes. It is 
altogether too common for the aver- 
age man to not only leave the deter- 
mination of principles and candidates 
to others but to also neglect the crown 
of citizenship, the right of suffrage. 
This failing is characteristic of New- 
ton and the list of non -voters on the 
lists alter an election is truly formid- 
able. 

In the coming election Newton has 
a vital interest In securing the elec- 
tion of Mr. Dana to the Senate and 
Mr. Edgar W. Warren and Mr. 
Lowell to the House. Particular at- 


tention should be given to Mr. War- 
ren, as the democratic nominee is 
David H. Warren, and there should 
be considerable care exercised by 
every Republican voter in this respect 
These gentlemen are needed nt the 
State House to guard our interests 
wisely and vigilantly. Newton should 
olso roll up an increased majority for 
Governor Bates, not only because lie 
deserves a re-election by a handsome 
margin on account of his splendid 
record of the current year, but be- 
cause our delegations to the various 
conventions of next year are based 
on the Bates vote next Tuesday. Our 
influence in the party conventions is 
not founded on our wealth, intelli- 
gence or high standard of education 
or morals, much as we pride our- 
selves on these points, but on the 
number of delegates to which we are 
entited by our republican gubernator- 
ial vote. 

It is therefore of importance that 
our interest in the congressional, 
councillor county and above all the 
senatorial conventions of 1904 should 
be safeguarded by a full party vote 
next Tuesday. We hope to return 
Congressman Powers for a third 
term next fall, and our delegation to 
that convention will be diminished by 
every republican vote cast for Gaston 
next week. We hope to give Senator- 
to-be Dana a renomination next fall 
and our influence in the senatorial 
convention is too small to be trifled 
with by a light vote for Governor 
Bates. 

Every consideration therefor, of 
civic pride and common sense requires 
the sacrifice of enough time by Re- 
publican voters next Tuesday to turn 
out and vote the entire state ticket 
headed by 

GOVERNOR JOHN L. BATES. 

In the approaching election we 
again urge the voters of all parties 
to cast a favorable ballot for joint 
caucuses or primaries in this city.

The Flu* rinnt. 

Linen la obtained from the flax plant 
■ srnnll, delicate annual with a tiny 
bine flower. The plant Is pulted by 
hand lu the summer, the seeds, known 
In commerce ns I Insect!, being removed 
nml the straw subjected to various 
processes to separate the fibrous part 
which constitutes the linen. First It I" 
steeped In water and then passed 
through a drying and hen ting process 
on revolving wheels until all foreign 
matter Is removed. It Is then ready for 
manufacture. 

Flax has been used from remote ages 
ns n textile fabric, especially In Egypt. 
Mummy cloths are often found to Up 
of exceedingly fine texture. The chief 
linen producing countries of the present 
day are Ireland. France, 1 tel glliin and 
Germany. The flax fiber Is round and 
Irregulnr, Is very durable nml Is ca- 
pable of extensive blenching. Plain 
linen has a simple weave, with the 
weft threads alternately interspersing 
the warp ones. When woven with a ■ 
pattern It Is usually called dnmnsk. 

As a clothing material linen should 
not be worn next the skin because it is 
a very good conductor of heat. 

Jute and hemp arc from plants which 
are used in manufacturing only very 
rough mater in Is. In form they resem- 
ble very coarse. Inferior flax.— Ameri- 
can Queen. 

Trained Norse* Who Loaf. 

"When n doctor finds n nurse reading 
a book about her profession and not a 
novel while she watches at the bedside 
of n patient.” said nil uptown physi- 
cian. ‘'that is the nurse he likes to hire 
and to help.

Beam ot William H Leatherbee 

Mr. William H. Leatherbee died at 
hia home. Hillside avenue, West New- 
ton, Friday, morning. He was born in 
Boston, Oct. 12, 1826, on Sea street, 
now the Federal-street site of the 
South station. He was a graduate of 
the Fort Hill and the English High 
schools, and was one of the early 
members of the Old School Boys 
Association, always enjoying the re- 
unions and for three years one of its 
directors. 

He began his business life as book- 
keeper for the coal and wood firm of 
Jesse Tirrcll. A few years later he 
entered the lumber business under 
Aaron Guild being in three years ad- 
mitted as partner, the firm name be- 
coming Clark & Leatherbee, Mr. 
Guild remaining a • silent partner 
until his death. In 1875 Mr. Clark 
withdrew to form a new firm and Mr. 
Leatherbee admitted his son Charles 
W., the firm becoming William H. 
Leatherbee »& Son, thus continuing 
until the retirement of the senior 
partner in 1893, when the C. W. 
Leatherbee Lumber Company was 
formed. 

Mr. Leatherbee was for several 
years a trustee of the Franklin Sav- 
ings Bank and connected with this 
institution until hi* death. He was 
a prominent member of the Baptist 
denomination, being at the time of 
his death treasurer of the First Bap- 
tist Church of West Newton. 

Mr. Leatherbee married in 1849 
Miss Mary J. Millard, and had three 
children. Mrs. Leatherbee died just 
five years ago, and their daughter, 
Mrs. James M. Olmstead, passed 
away last winter. Mr. Leatherbee 
lea ves two sons, Charles W. Leather- 
bee, treasurer of the C. W. Leather- 
bee Lumber Company and George H. 
Leatherbee of Brookline. 

There was a large representation of 
Boston’s lumber interests Monday 
af teruoon at the funeral services held 
at his residence, 39 Hillside avenue, 
West Newton. Nev. Edwin F. Buell, 
pastor of the Baptist Church at West 
Newton, officiated.

Financial. 

7 The financial situation is becoming 
stronger every day. The recent fail- 
ure* have done much to dispel the 
clouds and the sky now looks fairly 
clear. The weak spots in the finan- 
cial structure have been pretty well 
eliminated, the powerful Interests are 
giving support, investors are buying 
on a large scale and the market acts 
better than it has for months. Un- 
less something unforseeu happens 
there should be a gradual improve- 
ment lu prices for the rest of the 
year. 

So far this fall money rates have 
beeu exceptionally easy. This has 
been due to. some extent to the late 


ness of the crops, the movement of 
currency to the West and South hav- 
ing been much less in September 'and 
October than in the same months 
last year, it is probable that there 
will be some heavy losses In cash 
during the rest of October and 
throughout November, which may 
have some temporary effect upon 
prices; but it should be remembered 
that the banks are well fortified 
against such rmergney. Bank re- 
serves in New York are larger than 
they have been for years, and very 
much larger than they were a year 
ago. Leading bankers say that 
mouey will continue comparatively 
easy, mid that after the turn ol the 
year there will be a break in rates 
all around. — Curtia & Sederquist.
